Grace  Church,  Anderson,  S.  C, 

Tuesday,  May  8,  A.  D.  1906. 
The  One  Hundred  and  Sixteenth  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina  met  at  the  above  mentioned  time 
and  place.  The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  John  Johnson,  assisted  by  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  Rev. 
Dr.  John  Kershaw,  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell. 

The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  H.  O.  Judd,  from 
St.  Luke  2 :49. 

Immediately  after  service,  the  Council  was  called  to  order 
by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
John  Johnson.  After  expressing  regret  for  the  enforced 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  Dr.  Johnson  yielded  the  chair  to  Rev. 
W.  B.  Gordon. 

The  Roll  of  the  Clergy,  as  presented  by  the  Bishop,  was 
called  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Council,  and  the  follow- 
ing named  clergymen  answered  to  the  Roll  Call:  Revs. 
Messrs.  J.  O.  Babin,  W.  H.  Barnwell,  W.  H.  Bowers,  C.  W. 
Boyd,  Chas.  E.  Cabaniss,  W.  E.  Callender,  T.  W.  Clift,  A. 
E.  Cornish,  H.  H.  Covington,  A.  E.  Evison,  K.  G.  Finlay, 
W.  B.  Gordon,  L.  F.  Guerry,  R.  C.  Jeter,  John  Johnson, 
G.  H.  Johnston,  H.  O.  Judd,  John  Kershaw,  James  M.  Ma- 
gruder,  R.  M.  Marshall,  H.  J.  Mikell,  A.  R.  Mitchell,  Samuel 
Moran,  J.  W.  Motte,  C.  M.  Niles,  R.  G.  Shannonhouse,  A.

The  Secretary  called  the  Roll  of  Churches  and  Deputies. 
Thirty  Deputies  representing  seventeen  Parishes,  were  found 
present. 
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A  constitutional  quorum  in  both  Orders  being  present, 
Council  was  declared  duly  organized,  and  the  Chairman  ap- 
pointed as  a  Committee  on  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy:  Revs.  J. 
M.  Magruder,  C.  W.  Boyd,  C.  M.  Niles,  D.  D. ;  and  as  a 
Committee  on  Credentials  of  Deputies :  Messrs.  A.  D.  Ken- 
nedy, P.  T.  Hayne,  W.  R.  Godfrey,  to  whom  the  rolls  were 
referred. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  "Rules  of  Order"  was 
omitted. 

The  election  of  a  Secretary  being  in  order,  the  Rev.  A. 
S.  Thomas  was  nominated  as  Secretary,  and,  on  motion, 
the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  Chairman  was  requested  to 
cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  Council  for  the  nominee. 

This  was  done,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas  was  declared 
duly  elected  Secretary. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell  was  nominated  as  Treasurer,  and,  on 
motion,  the  Chairman  was  requested  to  cast  the  unanimous 
vote  of  Council  for  Mr.  Mitchell,  which  was  done,  and  he  was 
declared  duly  elected  Treasurer  of  Council.

Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell  read  a  letter  from  the  Bishop,  stating 
the  illness  of  Mrs.  Capers  and  regretting  his  consequent 
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absence  from  the  meeting  of  Council.  On  motion  of  Mr. 
Witsell,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted 
unanimously,  by  a  rising  vote : 

Whereas,  This  Council  has  heard  with  most  sincere  and  profound 
regret  of  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Capers,  the  wife  of  our  beloved  Bishop, 
and  the  resulting  necessity  of  his  absence  from  this  meeting. 

Therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  Council  of 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  assembled,  hereby  extend  to  the  Bishop 
and  his  dear  wife  our  hearts'  deep  sympathy  and  tender  love  in  this 
hour  of  their  suffering  and  trial. 

Secondly,  That  while  we  do  now,  and  shall  throughout  the  sessions  of 
this  Council,  greatly  miss  the  presence  of  the  Bishop,  yet  we  willingly 
make  the  sacrifice  for  the  sake  of  her  to  whom  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  owes  so  much. 

Thirdly,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  is  hereby  instructed  to 
forward  this  preamble  and  these  resolutions  to  the  Bishop  by  telegram 
at  the  expense  of  the  Council. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Jeter,  Rector  of  the  Parish,  extended  a  wel- 
come to  the  Council. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  P.  Duvall,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
morning  sessions  of  Council  be  from  10  A.  M.  until  1.30 
P.  M. 

On  motion,  Council  took  a  recess  until  4  P.  M. 

4  O'clock  P.  M. 
Council  reassembled,  Dr.  Kershaw  presiding. 
Rev.  Mr.  Magruder  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Roll  of  the  Clergy,  which  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  for  the  Clergy  beg  leave  to  report  that 
the  clergy  list  furnished  by  the  Bishop  is  correct  except  that  the  Rev. 
Chas.  E.  Cabaniss,  reported  having  seat  and  voice,  has  all  privileges;  and 
the  following,  reported  as  having  all  privileges,  have  seat  and  voice  only: 
The  Rev.  W.  P.  DuBose,  S.  T.  D.,  the  Rev.  W.  L.  Githens,  the  Rev.  H. 
C.  Mazyck,  the  Rev.  T.  A.  Porter,  the  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh.

The  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Deputies  reported, 
through  Mr.  P.  T.  Hayne.  The  report  was,  on  motion,  re- 
committed. 

The  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon  read  the  Bishop's  Annual  Ad- 
dress.    (Vide  Appendix  I.) 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  the  Address,  as  a 
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whole,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
portion  of  the  Address  referring  to  the  meeting  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Conference  of  the  Fourth  Department  in  Columbia 
in  the  fall,  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  to  report  to 
this  Council. 

The  Chair  subsequently  appointed  upon  this  Committee: 
Dr.  C.  M.  Niles,  Messrs.  A.  M.  Lee,  W.  W.  Lumpkin. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  S.  Whaley,  the  portion  of  the  Ad- 
dress referring  to  the  salary  of  the  General  Missionary  was 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Dr.  John  Johnson  read  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Bishop's  Permanent  Fund.  It  was  received  and  ordered 
printed  in  the  Journal.     (Vide  Appendix  VI.) 

The  Secretary  presented  a  Communication  from  the  Joint 
Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Convention,  to  con- 
sider the  subject  of  Special  Missionary  Bishops.  On  motion, 
this  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee.  The  Chair  sub- 
sequently appointed  upon  this  Committee:  Revs.  L.  G.  Wood, 
T.  W.  Clift,  and  Mr.  W.  C.  Bissell. 

Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell  gave  notice  that  to-morrow  he  would 
move  to  amend  Par.  9,  of  Sec.  II.,  of  the  Rules  of  Order. 

Mr.  J.  I.  Waring  submitted  his  report  as  Registrar  of  the 
Diocese.  The  report  was  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the 
Journal. 

REPORT  REGISTRAR  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  Registrar  begs  to  report  that  he  has  recently  obtained,  through 
the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Jos.  W.  Barnwell,  the  loan  of  the  old  Minute  Book 
of  St.  Helena's  Church,  Beaufort,  from  1723.  This  book  was  carried 
away  from  Beaufort  during  the  late  war,  and  after  forty  years  has  been 
discovered  in  the  hands  of  a  dealer  in  curios  in  Connecticut,  from  whom 
it  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Barnwell. 

The  book  is  now  in  the  hands  of  a  careful  copyist,  and  the  transcript 
will  be  bound  and  added  to  the  other  volumes  now  in  my  keeping.  Have 
also  purchased  a  copy  of  the  Register  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston, 
issued  by  Mr.  A.  S.  Salley. 

Also,  there  is  a  prospect  of  procuring  another  old  document  belonging 
to  St.  Paul's  Church,  Stono.

Rev.  W.  P.  Wit  sell  read  the  report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee of  last  Council  on  the  Church  Home.  The  report  was 
adopted,  and  the  last  resolution  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CHURCH  HOME 
ORPHANAGE. 

Your  Committee  on  the  Church  Home  Orphanage,  appointed  on  the 
third  day  of  last  Council,  and  to  whom  was  granted  full  power  to  act 
in  the  premises,  begs  leave  to  report: 

(1)  That  on  the  20th  day  of  June  last  they  held  a  joint  meeting  with 
a  Committee  from  the  Home  Orphanage,  the  Bishop  also  being  present, 
and  that  after  a  full  discussion  of  all  the  details  of  the  situation,  it  was 
decided  that  it  is  not  expedient  to  remove  the  Institution  from  the  city 
of  Charleston;  that  it  is  right,  proper  and  expedient  that  the  Home 
Orphanage,  diocesan  in  scope,  aim,  activity  and  benefaction,  should  he- 
come  so  in  name  and  be  put  under  the  control  of  the  Council  of  the 
Diocese.  And  in  order  to  obviate  all  possible  obstacles,  it  was  decided 
that  the  entire  government  of  the  Institution  and  full  control  of  all  its 
property  and  affairs  should  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  twelve  Trustees, 
four  of  whom  should  be  elected  by  the  corporation  known  as  the  "Church 
Home,"  the  legal  owner  of  the  larger  part  of  the  property  of  the  Insti- 
tution, and  eight  of  whom  should  be  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Council  of 
this  Church,  the  Bishop  being  ex  officio  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

(2)  That  in  order  that  the  action  of  the  Joint  Committee  might  be- 
come effective  so  soon  as  possible,  it  was  determined  that  the  corporation 
known  as  "The  Church  Home,"  after  making  the  necessary  changes  in 
its  By-Laws,  should  elect  immediately  four  Trustees,  and  that  the  Bishop 
should,  without  delay,  appoint  eight  Trustees  to  represent  the  Council  of 
the  Diocese  until  this,  its  earliest  annual  meeting,  at  which  time  eight 
Trustees  should  be  elected  to  serve  for  such  terms  as  you  may  determine. 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  joint  session,  your  special 
committee  held  a  meeting  and  ratified  what  had  been  done  in  joint 
session,  and  requested  the  Chairman  to  submit  report  of  their  action  to 
you. 

And  in  conclusion,  we  beg,  respectfully  to  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolutions: 

(1)  That  this  Council,  realizing  the  high  and  sacred  duty  of  the  Church, 
tenderly  to  defend  and  provide  for  the  fatherless  children,  homeless  and 
in  destitution,  acting  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  does  hereby  assume  responsibility  for  and  take  into  its  hands 
the  control  of  this  institution,  and  earnestly  calls  upon  the  members  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  whose  representatives  we  are, 
to  do  their  full  duty  towards  this  object  of  our  Master's  love. 

(2)  That  the  Chair  appoint  a  Committee  to  draft  a  proper  and 
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sufficient  Canon  or  Canons  for  the  government  and  control  of  the 
Church  Home  Orphanage  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina.

April  30,  we  would  recommend  the  unanimous  consent  to  their  voting 
at  this  Council.

Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon  gave  notice  that  on  to-morrow,  he 
would  move  to  repeal  Par.  8,  of  Sec.  II.,  of  the  Rules  of 
Order. 

Council  adjourned  until  10  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.

SECOND  DAY. 

Wednesday,  May  9,  A.  D.  1905,  10  A.  M. 

Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  President  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  after  the  Litany  at  10  A.  M. 

The  President  yielded  the  Chair  to  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon,  and 
he  to  Rev.  L.  G.  Wood. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  session  were  read  and 
adopted. 
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The  Roll  of  the  Clergy  absent  on  the  first  day  was  called, 
and  three  additional  clergymen  found  present. 

The  Roll  of  Parishes  and  Deputies  was  called,  and  ten 
additional  Deputies,  representing  five  additional  Parishes  and 
Missions,  were  found  present. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington,  St.  Matthias'  Mission, 
Summerton,  was  accorded  a  vote  in  Council,  there  having 
arisen  a  question  as  to  its  disqualification. 

Rev.  James  G.  Glass,  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  formerly 
of  this  Diocese  and  for  many  years  the  efficient  Secretary  of 
this  Council,  being  present  in  the  Church,  representing  the 
Fourth  Missionary  Department,  was,  on  motion,  accorded  the 
courtesies  of  the  floor. 

The  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  reported 
that  there  are  no  Parishes  or  Missions  applying  for  admis- 
sion into  Council. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  reported  that  there 
is  no  unfinished  business. 

Rev.  Mr.  Gordon  took  the  Chair. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell,  Treasurer,  submitted  his  reports,  which 
were  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
(Vide  Appendix  V.) 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell,  a  day's  notice  of  proposed 
alteration  having  been  duly  given,  Par.  9,  of  Sec.  II.,  of  the 
Rules  of  Order,  was  amended  so  as  to  read:

Mr.  P.  T.  Hayne,  for  the  Committee  on  Credentials  of 
Lay  Deputies,  reported  favorably  on  the  credentials  of  the 
Deputy  from  St.  Matthias,  Summerton.  Adopted. 

The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  being  in  order, 
nominations  were  made.  The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  Messrs. 
Mikell  and  Finlay,  and  Messrs.  W.  W.  Lumpkin  and  R.  F. 
Jenkins,  tellers  for  the  vote  of  Clergy  and  Laity,  respectively, 
and  a  vote  by  orders  was  taken.  The  following  were  duly 
elected  on  the  first  ballot,  Clergy  and  Laity  concurring: 
Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  Rev. 
W.  B.  Gordon,  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington, 
Messrs.  T.  W.  Bacot,  W.  C.  Bissell,  H.  P.  Duvall,  C.  S. 
Gadsden,  R.  I.  Manning. 

The  Secretary  announced  the  appointment  of  Rev.  W.  B. 
Sams  as  Assistant  Secretary. 

Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  read  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
report  and  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Home,  beg  leave 
to  recommend  the  following  Canon,  to  be  numbered  Canon  XXI.  and  to 
be  entitled,  "Of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage." 

Sec.  I.  The  Institution  known  as  the  Church  Home  is  hereby  recognized 
and  adopted  as  the  Institution  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  caring 
for  aged  women  and  orphans  or  destitute  children. 

Sec.  II.  There  shall  annually  be  elected  by  Council  eight  Trustees  of 
the  said  "The  Church  Home"  (three  from  among  the  Clergy  and  five 
communicants  from  among  the  Laity),  who  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  who,  together  with  four 
other  Trustees,  to  be  elected  by  The  Church  Home  itself,  shall  control 
and  manage  the  Home  and  Orphanage.  The  Bishop  shall  be,  ex-officw, 
a  member  and  the  President  of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees;  which  Board 
shall  annually  report  to  the  Council.         John  Kershaw,  Chairman, 

For  the  Committee. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted 
and  a  vote  by  Orders  was  taken,  resulting  in  the  unanimous 
adoption  of  the  report;  the  Canon  being  therefore  declared 
of  immediate  effect.

Rev.  Mr.  Wood  took  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  Rev.  John  Kershaw.  Jr., 
was  accorded  the  privilege  of  explaining  to  Council  the  status 
of  the  Mission  of  St.  Matthias,  Summerton,  a  question  having 
arisen  as  to  the  Mission's  standing  in  Council. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington,  the  matter  of  the

liability  of  Organized  Missions  for  Council  dues  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell,  it  was  resolved  that: 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  be  requested  to  report  to 
this  Council  whether  there  is  any  other  channel  for  the  restoration  of  a 
Dormant  Parish  to  Council  other  than  through  the  Committee  on  admis- 
sion of  new  Parishes. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
presented  by  the  President,  Dr.  Johnson,  was  read  by  Mr. 
T.  W.  Bacot,  was  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 
(Vide  Appendix  III.) 

The  Board  of  Missions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  part  of 
the  Bishop's  Address,  referring  to  the  raising  of  the  salary 
of  the  Geenral  Missionary,  reported,  through  Rev.  John  Ker- 
shaw, recommending  a  plan  for  the  raising  of  the  salary. 
On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Bowers,  as  a  substitute  for  this  report, 
it  was : 

Resolved,  That  to  provide  for  the  salary  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary, 
the  apportionment  on  the  Parishes  by  the  Board  of  Missions  be  raised; 
but  this  will  not  affect  the  apportionment  for  General  Missions,  which 
shall  continue  the  same  as  last  year. 

Mr.  R.  I.  Manning  read  the  following  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  which  was,  on  motion,  received,  and  the 
resolutions  appended  thereto  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and  find  them  correct.  Your  Committee  offers 
the  following  resolutions: 

(1)  Resolved,  That  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  a  levy  be  laid  upon 
each  Church  or  Parish  in  union  with  the  Council  of  a  sum  equivalent  to 
four  (4  per  cent.)  per  centum  on  the  current  expenses  (including  salaries, 
fuel,  etc.),  expended  in  each  Church  or  Parish,  and  a  sum  equivalent  to 
two  (2  per  cent.)  per  centum  on  the  same  be  levied  for  the  expenses 
of  the  Council,  etc.,  the  levy  to  be  made  on  above  items  as  reported  in  the 
Journal  of  this  Council  for  1906. 

(2)  Resolved  further,  That  the  Treasurer  notify  the  Churches  or 
Parishes  as  soon  as  the  assessments  have  been  made  of  the  amounts  to 
be  paid  by  them,  and  that  the  Parishes  and  Missions  be  urged  to  pay 
their  assessments  on  or  before  October  1st,  1906. 

(3)  Resolved  further,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  and  of  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund  publish  in  "The  Diocese"  monthly  reports  of 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  each  fund,  showing  the  total  amount  of 
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assessment  on  the  Parish,  the  amount  paid  by  each  Parish,  and  the 
balances  due. 

(4)  Resolved  further,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  is  hereby- 
appropriated  to  "The  Diocese." 

In  concluding  its  report,  the  Committee  deem  it  proper  to  call  atten- 
tion to  one  item  of  investment  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  namely, 
the  house  and  lot,  45  East  Bay,  Charleston,  S.  C.  The  report  as  to  this 
and  previous  reports  in  the  Journals  show  this  as  apparently  a  very 
unprofitable  investment;  and,  in  their  judgment,  it  would  be  very  ad- 
visable to  change  the  investment. 

It  would  also  seem  practicable  to  have  the  interest  on  the  State  and 
City  Securities  collected  and  paid  out  at  a  smaller  cost  than  5  per  cent., 
the  amount  of  commission  paid  for  this  purpose  by  the  Advancement 
Society.

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  through  Mr. 
W.  W.  Lumpkin,  submitted  its  report,  which  was  received 
and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes : 

UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH— REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 

An  era  of  prosperity  in  the  past  few  years  has  been  felt  and  recog- 
nized in  the  various  branches  of  industry  and  business  all  over  our 
country.  The  University  of  the  South  has  not  been  sleeping,  but  has 
gone  forward  and  caught  the  wave  that  we  trust  will  carry  us  to  more 
complete  success.  We  do  not  mean  to  say  in  this  report  that  our  Uni- 
versity has  accomplished  all  that  we  desired  or  even  hoped  for,  but  we 
mean  to  say  that  those  who  have  immediate  and  direct  charge  of  the 
University,  have  caught  the  spirit  of  the  times,  and,  like  Peter  the  Hermit, 
have  sprung  from  the  blanket  of  straw,  and  lit  the  fires  of  enthusiasm 
that  we  hope  will  achieve  a  final  triumphant  success. 

The  University  has  about  forty  Profesors,  Teachers  and  Instructors, 
together  with  Proctors,  Registrars,  &c,  numbering  nine,  which  makes  a 
total  of  about  fifty.  From  March,  1904,  to  March,  1905,  there  were  480 
students,  as  against  467  for  the  previous  year.  Of  this  number  twenty- 
six  are  Divinity  students. 

There  are  in  attendance  at  the  University  twenty-four  students  from 
South  Carolina,  which  makes  South  Carolina  stand  sixth  in  the  roll  of 
States  in  number  of  students  furnished. 

On  June  25,  1905,  the  corner-stone  of  All  Saints'  Chapel  was  impres- 
sively laid  by  the  Chancellor,  Bishop  Capers,  assisted  by  a  large  number 
of  Bishops  and  members  of  the  Clergy. 

We  have  on  hand,  or  had  at  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  about  fifty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  building  fund  of  this  new  chapel.  We  will  need 
the  help  of  the  friends  of  the  University  from  everywhere  to  finish  this 
building,  in  all  the  beauty  and  finish  as  is  now  planned  for  it;  and  we 
trust  that  each  Communicant  of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina  will  give 
something  to  help  build  All  Saints'  at  Sewanee. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Sewanee,  under  the  direction  of  the  University 
of  the  South,  and  intended  to  be  a  great  feeder  to  the  various  colleges 
in  the  University,  needs  more  room.  The  Trustees  have  asked  the 
friends  of  the  University  to  help,  as  they  may  see  themselves  able, 
to  give  something  towards  erecting  a  building  for  recitation  rooms,  and 
we  hope  that  each  Delegate  at  this  Council  will  take  home  with  them 
an  interest  in  this  cause. 
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The  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School  reported,  through  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Witsell.  The  report  was  received  and  ordered 
spread  upon  the  minutes: 

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES,  ST.  MARY'S  SCHOOL. 

The  sixty-third  session  of  St.  Mary's  School  is  to  come  to  a  close  on  the 
31st  of  this  month.  It  is  the  sincere  pleasure  of  your  Trustees  to  report 
that  things  have  gone  well  at  St.  Mary's  during  the  past  year.  There 
have  been  in  attendance  136  boarding  students  and  79  day  pupils — a  total 
attendance  of  215;  a  slight  increase  over  the  year  previous.  It  is  grati- 
fying to  us  to  know  and  to  state  that  there  was  an  increase  of  twelve 
from  this  Diocese,  which,  we  trust,  is  but  a  promise  and  assurance  of  a 
still  larger  number  in  the  year  and  years  to  come. 

The  health  of  the  students  throughout  the  year  has  been  remarkably 
good,  which  is  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  excellent  sanitary  conditions  prevail- 
ing and  the  good  care  taken  of  the  girls. 

At  their  last  annual  meeting,  the  Trustees  prohibited  the  giving  of 
"Germans"  during  the  College  year,  and  provided  commencement  exer- 
cises on  a  larger  scale,  resolving  that  a  baccalaureate  address  as  well  as 
sermon  should  be  delivered  before  the  School. 

During  the  past  year  many  gifts  and  memorials  have  been  presented, 
namely:  Five  handsome  clergy  stalls  of  oak,  by  the  St.  Mary's  Guild  of 
the  District  of  Asheville;  a  beautiful  chancel  window,  by  Mrs.  W.  A. 
Erwih,  in  memory  of  her  mother,  Mrs.  S.  L.  Smedes;  and  a  handsome 
altar  and  reredos  of  oak,  in  memory  of  Drs.  Aldert  and  Bennett  Smedes, 
presented  by  old  St.  Mary's  girls. 

And  by  virtue  of  what  is  known  as  the  "Pittman  Bequest,"  St.  Mary's 
fell  heir  to  the  sum  of  $13,000,  bequeathed  by  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  Eliza 
Pittman.  By  reason  of  this  gratefully  received  legacy,  the  Trustees  have 
established  two  additional  scholarships,  to  be  known  as  "The  Eliza  Battle 
Pittman  Memorial  Scholarships,"  and  also  have  adopted  plans  and 
awarded  the  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  "Eliza  Battle  Pittman" 
Memorial  Auditorium,  it  being  provided  by  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Pittman  that  this  money  should  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
memorial  to  her  daughter,  Eliza  Battle  Pittman. 

The  Cameron  debt — that  is,  the  amount  due  on  the  price  of  purchasing 
the  College  property  from  the  Cameron  estate — has  been  reduced  to  about 
$3,000.  The  Rt.  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  has 
undertaken  the  most  praiseworthy  task  of  endeavoring,  by  personal 
appeals  to  individual  Churchmen  and  women  throughout  North  and 
South  Carolina,  to  raise  a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  off  the  balance  by  our 
annual  meeting,  on  the  30th  inst.  He  has  met  with  much  encouragement 
and  has  good  hope  of  achieving  entire  success  by  that  time,  in  which  case 
St.  Mary's  will  be  free  from  all  encumbrances. 

With  such  a  plant  as  St.  Mary's  possesses — her  spacious  and  beautiful 
grounds  and  her  fine  and  comfortable  buildings  with  their  excellent  sani- 
tary arrangements,  with  her  noble  traditions  and  fine  record,  with  a 
conscientious  and  able  Rector,  a  loyal  and  capable  Faculty,  and  with 
every  privilege  of  the  Church  to  offer  her  daughters,  St.  Mary's  should 
be  a  source  of  true  pride  to  all  the  Church  folk  in  the  Carolinas,  and  by 
reason  of  all  these  excellencies  she  makes  a  worthy  appeal  and  sounds  a 
call  for  our  unstinted  loyalty  and  hearty  support.  May  she  have  them 
in  abundance  for  very  abundantly  does  she  deserve  them. 

Mr.  Hayne  moved  to  amend  Art.  3,  Sec.  2,  of  the  Consti- 
tution, by  inserting  the  wrords  "the  General  Missionary  when 
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there  is  one"  after  the  words  "the  Bishop  Coadjutor  when 
there  is  one."  Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Canons. 

Council  took  a  recess  until  4*  P.  M. 

4  O'clock  P.  M. 
Council  reassembled,  Dr.  Kershaw  presiding. 
The  Secretary  read  the  following  telegram  from  the  Bishop, 
which  was  received,  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 

Brevard,  N.  C,  May  9,  1906. 
Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas,  Diocesan  Council,  Anderson,  S.  C. : 

Telegram  of  the  Council  gratefully  appreciated.  Philip- 
pians,  first  chapter,  twenty-seventh  verse. 

Ellison  Capers. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  reported 
through  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd.  The  report  was  received 
and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  having  considered  the 
Bishop's  Address,  the  reports  of  the  various  Parishes  and  Missions, 
with  such  other  data  as  were  to  them  available,  beg  leave  to  report 
as  follows: 

We  find  that  the  Church  has  made  a  slight  gain  in  the  number  of 
Confirmations  during  the  preceding  year  over  the  year  before;  there 
having  been  475,  as  against  432 — a  gain  of  43.  We  also  note  a  slight  gain 
in  the  number  of  Clergymen.  We  note,  however,  a  falling  off  in  the 
number  of  Postulants  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  We  are  glad  to 
report  that  in  the  total  amount  of  money  raised  in  the  Diocese,  the 
Church  has  made  a  decided  advance  on  last  year. 

On  the  whole,  however,  while  the  Church  is  not  standing  still,  but 
shows  some  signs  of  growth,  we  do  not  believe  that  its  progress  has  been 
in  any  way  commensurate  with  its  opportunity,  or  with  the  great  im- 
portance of  the  truth  which  it  stands  for. 

We  believe  that  our  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  now  facing  a  very 
critical  period  in  its  history.  The  whole  State  seems  to  be  entering  upon 
a  period  of  material  prosperity,  greater  than  it  has  ever  seen  before.  On 
every  side  is  rejuvenation,  and  enlargement.  But  not  only  is  there  an 
advance  in  material  prosperity,  there  is  also  a  quickening  of  thought. 
Men  are  more  alive  to-day  than  ever  before,  we  believe,  in  their  sensitve- 
ness  to  social  wrongs,  and  in  their  demand  for  a  better  order.  There 
must,  we  believe,  be  a  spiritual  basis  for  all  right  social  order,  and 
hence,  for  all  abiding  prosperity.  Material  good,  without  a  corresponding 
quickening  of  the  spiritual  life,  like  the  overgathered  manna  of  the 
Israelites,  will  corrupt  and  breed  worms. 

Our  Church  is  charged  with  a  great  commission.  It  demands  the  best 
we  can  give.  This  is  a  time  of  increased  efficiency  in  every  line  of  busi- 
ness.   The  Church  alone  lags  behind.    Its  affairs  are  notably  ill  managed, 
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and  its  support  inadequate.  Many  of  our  Parishes  and  Missions  are 
vacant  because  they  cannot  give  even  a  meager  support  for  a  Minister. 
How  can  the  Church  break  new  ground  when  it  does  not  cultivate  that 
which  is  already  broken?  We  believe  that  if  those  who  are  able  would 
give  as  God  hath  prospered  them,  that  this  Diocese  could  easily  raise 
two  or  three  times  the  amount  of  money  that  it  now  does  for  Diocesan 
Missions. 

We  believe  that  the  larger  and  stronger  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  should 
realize  that  if  the  cause  of  the  Church  is  to  prosper  here,  they  must 
make  themselves  centers  of  missionary  effort. 

We  deprecate  the  idea  that  seems  to  be  abroad,  that  the  affairs  of  the 
Church  will  conduct  themselves;  that  its  interests  will  be  carried  forward 
in  some  miraculous  way.  We  believe  that  God  helps  those  who  help 
themselves,  and  that  no  institution  has  any  claim  to  perpetuation  "save 
that  which  it  can  make  by  a  successful  appeal  to  a  large  and  abiding 
usefulness." 

As  true  sons  of  the  Church,  we  are  all  charged  with  the  responsibility 
not  only  for  the  interests  of  our  own  Parishes,  but  also  for  those  of  the 
Diocese  at  large. 

The  Church  should  never  be  a  side  issue  with  any  Churchman,  and 
because  the  Laity  are  so  great  a  majority  in  it,  we  appeal  to  them  for  a 
deeper  and  more  active  interest  in  its  affairs.  The  layman  should  be 
willing  to  give,  not  only  his  money,  but  something  of  his  time  and 
ability  to  the  Church's  work.  The  Clergy  should  instruct  their  congrega- 
tions in  the  importance  of  Diocesan  interests. 

We  scent  a  spirit  of  unrest  in  the  Diocese.  We  all  feel  that  things 
are  not  as  they  should  be.  We  hear  complaints  of  the  lack  of  men,  of 
the  lack  of  money,  of  a  poorly  organized  financial  management.  We 
intend  no  personal  reflection  on  any  one.  This  is  too  deep  a  subject 
for  personal  consideration.  We  but  state  the  facts,  as  we  see  them,  and 
we  earnestly  believe  that  if  we  let  our  present  opportunity  go  by,  if  we 
do  not  do  the  work  which  God  has  given  us,  we  shall  find  ourselves  like 
the  servant  in  the  parable,  and  the  little  that  we  have  shall  be  taken 
from  us,  and  given  to  him  that  hath  more.

Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh  read  the  following  report,  in  behalf  of 
the  Committee  on  Missionary  Conference,  which  was  received 
and  the  resolutions  appended  thereto  adopted: 

The  Committee  on  Welcome  to  the  Missionary  Conference  begs  to  report 
to  this  Council  that  it  cordially  endorses  the  sentiments  expressed  by  the 
Bishop  in  his  Annual  Address  with  reference  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Missionary  Conference  of  the  Fourth  Department  in  Columbia  next 
November,  and  begs  to  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  as  representing  the  Church  in  South  Caro- 
lina, desires  in  addition  to  the  invitation  already  extended,  to  assure  to 
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the  Church  in  the  Fourth  Department  a  most  cordial  welcome  in  our 
midst. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  Bishop's  suggestion 
that  an  offering  be  taken  in  every  congregation  in  the  Diocese  for  the 
purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  this  Missionary  Conference.

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
matter  of  the  liability  of  organized  missions  in  union  with  the  Council 
for  Council  dues,  respectfuly  report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration.  They  are  of  opinion  that  any  organized  Mission  having 
not  less  than  two  male  Communicants,  may  be  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Council,  as  provided  in  Sec.  I.,  of  Art.  8,  of  the  Constitution,  and, 
whenever  so  admitted,  is  liable  to  assessment  for  Council  expenses.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Covington,  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  this  Council  that  the 
Parish  of  Our  Saviour,  Rock  Hill,  contemplates  the  erection  of  a  new 
and  suitable  church  building,  and 

Whereas,  The  whole  Diocese  is  interested  in  the  Church  work  at  Rock 
Hill,  by  reason  of  the  number  of  girls  from  all  parts  of  the  Diocese 
attending  Winthrop  College;  therefore,  be  it, 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  recognizes  the  importance  of  Church  work 
at  Rock  Hill  and  commends  the  building  of  a  new  church  to  the  financial 
aid  of  the  Church  people  of  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese,  which  was  adopted.     (  Vide  Appendix  IV.) 

The  election  of  two  trustees  of  the  Diocese  being  in  order, 
Rev.  J.  M.  Magruder  and  Mr.  F.  H.  Weston  were  nomi- 
nated. The  rules  were  suspended  and  the  Secretary  in- 
structed to  cast  the  vote  of  Council  for  the  nominees,  which 
was  done,  and  Mr.  Magruder  and  Mr.  Weston  declared  duly 
elected. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  the  following  pre- 
amble and  resolution  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner,  President  of  the  Clergy  Home  Asso- 
ciation, has  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Council,  suggesting 
the  erection  of  a  cottage  at  Saluda,  N.  C,  as  a  memorial  to  the  late 
Bishop  Howe,  for  the  use  of  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese, 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  would  hear  with  pleasure  of  such  action 
being  taken  by  any  Churchman  or  Churchmen  of  this  Diocese. 
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Mr.  Mikell  spoke  to  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Porter 
Academy. 

Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell  proposed  that  the  following  be  added 

as  Sec.  XI.,  of  Canon  XII. : 

The  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Clergyman  to  be  the  General  Missionary  of 
the  Diocese,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  assist  the  Bishop  in  caring  for  the 
Missionary  work  of  the  Church,  especially  the  work  of  gathering 
together  the  scattered  of  the  fold  and  extending  the  Church  in  such 
places  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop  offer  opportunities.  His  salary 
shall  be  fixed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  any  other 
Missionary. 

This  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons. 

The  following  report  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  organized  Mission  of  St.  Matthias,  Summerton, 
having  been  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council,  and  having  now  paid 
its  Council  dues,  is  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  this  Council. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  reported  favor- 
ably on  the  motion  to  amend  Sec.  £,  Art.  III.,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. The  report  being  adopted,  the  motion  was  carried  over 
to  next  Council  for  final  action.  The  same  Committee  also 
reported  favorably  on  the  addition  proposed  as  Sec.  XI.,  of 
Canon  XII.  This  report,  being  adopted  unanimously  in 
both  Orders,  was  declared  in  immediate  effect.

Resolved,  That  in  anticipation  of  the  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary of  the  Diocese  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg,  we,  of 
the  Council,  send  the  members  our  greeting  and  hearty  Godspeed  in 
their  important  and  devoted  work.

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  Council  be  instructed  to  have  1,000 
copies  of  the  Journal  printed,  and  that  the  Constitution  and  Canons  be 
included  for  the  better  convenience  for  reference  thereto. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Barnwell,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  affectionate  sympathy  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina  be  communicated  by  the  President  of  the  Council  to 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  California  and  in  the  Missionary  District 
of  Sacramento  through  Bishop  Nichols  and  Bishop  Moreland,  in  this 
their  time  of  tribulation. 

Rev.  H.  H.  Covington  introduced  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  appreciative  thanks  of  the  Council  be  and  are 
hereby  tendered  to  the  Rector  and  Congregation  of  Grace  Church,  and 
also  to  the  citizens  of  Anderson,  for  the  generous  courtesy  and  hospitality 
extended  to  the  members  of  Council  during  its  116th  session.

Said  com- 
mittee to  report  also  upon  the  advisability  of  changing  the 
limits  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  Chair  appointed  on  this  Com- 
mittee Rev.  Messrs.  Wood  and  Mikell,  and  Mr.  Ball.

Missionary  Session,  8.30  P.  M. 

Council  was  called  to  order  at  the  appointed  time. 

After  preliminary  service,  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  was  read  by  its  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  the  Rev. 
A.  R.  Mitchell.  On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted  and 
ordered  printed  in  the  Journal.     (Vide  Appendix  II.) 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  read  the  apportionments  for 
Diocesan  Missions  made  by  the  Board,  stating  that  these  are 
to  be  raised  in  accordance  with  resolution  adopted  to-day  to 
provide  for  the  salary  of  the  General  Missionary. 

Reports  were  read  by  the  Archdeacons  of  the  1st,  2d  and 
3d  Convocations. 

Nominations  were  called  for  from  the  Missionary  Districts 
for  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  following 
nominations  were  made: 

From  the  First  District— Rev.  J.  M.  Magruder,  Mr.  John 
Wood. 
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From  the  Second  District — Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon  and  Mr. 
R.  I.  Manning. 

From  the  Third  District — Rev.  John  Kershaw  and  Mr. 
W.  R.  Dehon. 

Nominations  were  confirmed  and  the  above  mentioned 
members  elected  by  acclamation. 

Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh,  General  Missionary,  read  his  first  An- 
nual Report  to  the  Bishop.     (Vide  Appendix  II.) 

Rev.  James  G.  Glass,  Secretary  of  the  Fourth  Missionary 
Conference,  was  introduced  to  Council.  Mr.  Glass  presented 
the  work  of  the  Missionary  Conference. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  be  appor- 
tioned for  the  work  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  Sept.  1,  1907,  one-half  the  amount  apportioned  them  for 
Diocesan  Missions  at  the  present  meeting  of  the  Council,  as  read  to-night 
before  the  same,  is  increased  to  provide  for  salary  of  General  Missionary. 
{Vide  Appendix  II.) 

On  motion,  the  minutes  of  to-day's  session  being  read  and 
approved,  the  Council  adjourned  sine  die.

Bishop's  Annual  Address 

116th  COUNCIL,  DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

Holden  in  Anderson,  May  8th,  9th,  1906. 
Brethren  of  the  Council,  Beloved: 

The  One  Hundred  and  Seventh  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  met  in 
Grace  Church,  Anderson,  in  May,  1897. 

Nine  years  have  passed,  Dear  Brethren,  and  many  have  been  the 
changes  these  fleeting  years  have  wrought.  They  have  brought  to  Grace 
Church  this  handsome,  churchly  edifice  to  replace  the  dear  old  building 
which  had  served  its  consecrated  purpose,  and  for  more  than  half  a 
century  had  been  the  home  of  the  faith  of  two  generations. 

Reading  over  the  roll  of  the  Clergy,  as  it  was  called  by  the  Secretary 
when  we  met  here  nine  years  ago,  I  am  impressed  with  the  inevitable 
change  which  a  few  years  makes  in  our  Clerical  staff.  Forty-six  names 
have  disappeared  from  that  roll.  Some  have  finished  their  work,  have 
laid  their  armor  by,  and  have  gone  to  the  place  prepared  for  them  in 
Paradise,  and  others  have  gone  to  do  their  Master's  bidding  in  other 
Dioceses  of  His  Church,  leaving  but  twenty-four  names  on  the  Clergy  roll 
that  were  there  nine  years  ago. 

But  the  changes  which  a  single  year  makes,  are  just  as  impressive  to 
my  mind,  my  brethren;  and  when  I  think  of  what  havoc  these  changes 
make  in  the  year's  life — and  the  year's  work  of  the  Diocese — I  can  find 
but  one  reflection  which  is  heartening — but  one  thought  which  is  com- 
forting and  inspiring,  and  that  is:  That  the  Kingdom  of  God  cannot  be 
moved.  The  Church  is  a  Divine  organism,  and  its  foundations  are  sure! 
Buildings  may  totter  and  fall — or  they  may  be  replaced  by  nobler 
structures,  and  occupied  by  new  people — men  may  come,  and  men  may 
go,  yet  the  faith,  of  which  the  Church  is  Keeper  and  Witness,  is  the 
one  Faith,  once  for  all  given  and  received,  and  cannot  change!  The 
truth,  as  it  is  in  our  Risen  Lord,  is  the  same  Truth,  yesterday,  to-day,  and 
forever.  And  the  Church  of  Christ,  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth, 
founded  on  the  Rock  of  Ages,  has  the  certain  promise  of  a  perpetuated 
life,  given  of  God,  nourished  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  sustained  and  de- 
fended by  the  presence  of  Him  who  is  assured  unto  her  to  the  end  of 
the  world  ! 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

My  official  acts  during  the  year  are  included  in  the  report  I  make  of 
visitations,  ordinations,  confirmations,  candidates  admitted,  canonical 
consents  given,  baptisms,  marriages  and  Clergy  received  and  dismissed. 
Besides  these  acts,  I  have  to  report  the  following: 

On  June  8  and  9,  I  was  in  attendance  on  a  meeting  of  the  Home  of 
Bishops,  in  New  York,  at  which  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  was  elected  for 
South  Dakota. 

On  June  21,  I  presided  at  the  annual  commencement  of  the  Porter 
Academy. 

June  23-30th,  I  was  present  and  presided  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Trustees,  and  at  the  commencement,  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
at  Sewanee.    It  was  my  duty  on  this  occasion,  as  Chancellor  of  the 
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University,  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  chapel,  which  is  to  be  a 
noble  expression  of  the  religious  life  of  Sewanee,  and  a  memorial  of  the 
founders  and  benefactors  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

The  congregation  worshipping  at  McPhersonville,  having  built  a  neat  and 
becoming  chapel,  and  organized  as  a  Parish,  under  Canon  III.,  of  the 
Diocese,  applied  to  me  to  be  recognized  as  Sheldon  Church,  Prince  Wil- 
liam Parish,  and,  accordingly,  I  gave  them  my  ecclesiastical  recognition. 

In  June  last,  the  committee  appointed  by  Council  to  confer  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage,  with  a  view  to  agreeing 
upon  some  plan  by  which  the  institution  should  become  a  Diocesan 
institution,  met,  and  agreed  with  the  Home  Trustees  upon  such  a  plan, 
in  which  I  heartily  concurred.  By  this  plan  the  Diocese  was  to  elect 
eight  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  corporation  of  the 
Home  and  Orphanage  to  elect  four,  this  Board  of  twelve  Trustees  to 
have  complete  control  of  the  Home  and  Orphanage.  By  the  plan,  the 
Bishop  appointed  eight  gentlemen  to  act  for  the  Diocese  on  the  Board 
until  this  meeting  of  Council.  The  Chairman  of  your  Committee,  Rev. 
Mr.  Witsell,  will  make  a  report  of  this  matter  in  full. 

The  Home  and  Orphanage  are  now  under  the  care,  as  they  are  in 
the  control  of  this  Council,  and  I  commend  this  sacred  responsibility 
to  your  generous  and  loving  consideration. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation,  the  reports  of  all  the  officers 
were  encouraging. 

Dr.  Wilson,  for  the  Executive  Committee,  reported  that  the  interest 
in  the  institution  was  stimulated  and  increased  throughout  the  Diocese; 
that  contributions,  both  in  money  and  kind,  have  exceeded  those  of  any 
previous  year;  that  the  sanitary  and  domestic  management  of  the 
Orphanage  have  been  as  satisfactory  as  the  diligent  efforts  and  judicious 
system  of  the  Matron  and  Chaplain  could  make  them;  that  the  present 
building  was  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  an  Orphanage  for  children  of 
both  sexes,  and  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  for  the  erection  of  suitable 
buildings  upon  the  ten-acre  lot  purchased  for  the  purpose. 

The  Treasurer  reported  the  Thanksgiving  offering  at  $1,372.16;  dona- 
tions to  Matron,  $417.39;  offerings  through  Treasurer,  $1,097.85;  and 
receipts  from  interests  and  rent,  at  $447.33;  making  a  total,  for  support, 
of  $3,334.73.  This  total  fell  short  by  $805.98,  and  to  supply  this  shortage 
we  have  been  obliged  to  draw  on  our  savings'  bank  deposit. 

September  19-21,  I  presided  at  the  Annual  Convocation  of  Church 
Workers  Among  Colored  People,  held  at  St.  Mary's,  Columbia. 

In  October  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  First  Convocation  at  Seneca, 
and  later  in  the  month  I  was  present  at  the  Annual  Convocations  of  the 
Guild  of  St.  Barnabas,  for  Nurses,  held  in  Charleston,  at  which  the 
Bishop  of  Pittsburg,  Dr.  Whitehead,  presided. 

On  November  9,  I  was  in  attendance  upon  the  Missionary  Conference, 
held  in  Atlanta,  and  also  upon  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Sewanee  Trustees. 

Later  in  November,  I  presided  at  the  meeting  of  the  Second  Convoca- 
tion, held  at  Sumter. 

In  January  last,  I  gave  Canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  Charles  David  Williams,  to  be  Bishop  of  Michigan;  the  Rev.  Ed- 
ward Melville  Parker,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  New  Hampshire;  and 
the  Rev.  John  N.  McCormick,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  West 
Michigan. 

On  St.  Philip's  and  St.  James'  Day,  I  presided  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage,  in  Charleston,  and  confirmed  two 
of  the  girls  of  the  Orphanage,  in  the  chapel.

The  confirmations  above  reported  aggregate  475,  which  number  is  in 
excess  of  the  number  reported  last  year. 

But  for  serious  illness  in  my  family,  I  could  have  made  more  visita- 
tions, and  reported  a  larger  number  of  confirmations. 

The  visitations  of  a  Bishop  make  up  an  important  part  of  his  work, 
and  certainly  they  consume  most  of  his  time,  but  they  do  not  constitute 
his  whole  work,  or  represent  his  most  serious  and  anxious  rare.  Some 
visitations  are  depressing  and  discouraging,  but  in  general  they  are 
refreshing  and  inspiring.  The  fatigue  and  inconvenience  of  travel,  are 
light  afflictions,  and  last  but  a  moment,  when  compared  with  the  hos- 
pitality of  brethren,  the  greeting  of  the  Clergy,  the  confirming  of  souls 
in  their  higher,  truer,  nobler  resolves,  and  the  worship  and  communion 
of  the  Church.  If  this  work,  and  this  alone,  made  up  the  Bishop's  life, 
he  would  have  but  one  trial,  worth  naming,  to  bear;  and  that  all  Bishops 
must  bear — the  trial  of  giving  up  so  much  of  his  home  life.  But  when 
the  visitation  is  over,  and  the  Bishop  comes  back  to  his  office,  and  takes 
up  his  correspondence  with  the  Churches,  his  most  serious  and  anxious 
work  begins.  Then  it  is,  beloved,  that  he  realizes  his  responsibilities,  and 
feels,  as  only  he  can  feel,  his  limitations.  How  and  by  whom  are  the 
vacant  places  to  be  supplied?  How  can  they  be  supplied  with  competent 
Clergymen,  when  the  salaries  are  inadequate  What  can  he  do?  What 
ought  he  to  do,  to  impart  his  own  sense  of  this  inadequacy  to  his  people? 
Can  it  be  his  duty  to  supply  the  waste  places  of  Zion  with  any  and  every 
man  who  is  willing  to  come  at  his  call  Will  this  build  up  Zion?  If  the 
workman  is  worthy  of  his  hire,  must  he  not  be  also  worthy  of  the  work? 
And  when  you  give  him  the  most  delicate  work  to  do,  which  is  given  to 
mortal  man  (the  work  of  the  ministry) ;  work  that  must  touch  and 
influence  the  highest  and  the  best  in  his  fellows,  do  you  expect  him  to 
be  equal  to  such  work  unless  he  has  aptitudes  and  acquirements  that 
fit  him  for  it? 

If  he  is  to  succeed,  must  he  not  be  a  skilled  workman?  And  do 
you  not  expect,  and  even  demand,  that  he  must  succeed?    You  would 
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not  build  your  house  with  an  unskilled  workman,  and  yet  some  of  us 
expect  to  see  the  walls  of  Zion  rise  in  beauty  and  strength  without 
adequate  means  to  support  adequate  builders !  When  a  Vestry  writes 
to  the  Bishop,  and  insists  upon  having  a  Rector  who  must  live  among 
them,  and  give  all  of  his  time  to  the  Parish,  and  build  it  up,  the  Vestry 
must  be  prepared  to  add:  "And  we  will  fully  support  him."  But  when 
the  Vestry  writes,  instead  of  this,  that  they  will  give  their  Rector  a 
house  to  live  in,  and  $400  to  live  on,  they  make  the  Bishop's  task  impos- 
sible. But  they  leave  the  burden  of  their  vacant  Parish  on  his  mind; 
and  there  it  must  stay,  until  more  liberal  things  are  devised.  Several 
of  our  Missions  are  vacant,  and  have  been  for  some  time.  They  have 
been  supplied  with  occasional  services  by  the  Ge\eral  Missionary,  and 
during  the  winter,  by  three  of  our  Theological  students,  but  when  I  have 
offered  the  regular  charge  of  them  to  competent  Clergymen,  my  offer  has 
been  declined,  because  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  salaries  I  could  promise. 

THE    GENERAL  MISSIONARY. 

The  last  Council  having  referred  the  matter  of  a  General  Missionary  to 
the  Bishop,  and  a  previous  Council  having  expressed  its  judgment  in 
favor  of  the  appointment  of  a  General  Missionary,  immediately  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  Council,  last  May,  I  tendered  the  appointment 
to  several  of  our  brethren,  each  of  whom  finally  declined.  In  October 
last  I  prevailed  upon  the  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh,  the  efficient  Rector  of  the 
Church  at  Orangeburg,  to  take  the  office  and  work  of  General  Missionary, 
and  he  entered  upon  its  duties  on  November  1st,  last.  Since  that  time, 
Mr.  Walsh  has  been  actively  engaged  in  visiting  vacant  Missions  and 
Parishes  and  in  assisting  me  in  the  effort  to  procure  Rectors  and  Mis- 
sionaries for  them.  After  conferring  with  brethren,  I  fixed  the  salary  of 
the  General  Missionary  at  $1,500  and  his  traveling  expenses,  and  requested  ^ 
the  three  Convocations  to  raise  the  amount  of  $1,000,  the  Advancement 
Society  having  given  the  sum  of  $500.  *  The  Convocations,  through  their 
Archdeacons,  promptly  agreed  to  raise  the  amount,  the  Frst  Convocation 
promising  $200,  the  Second,  $300,  and  the  Third,  $500.  The  First  Con- 
vocation has  sent  me  $100;  the  Second,  $198.95;  the  Third,  $179.60; 
making  $478.56,  from  the  Convocations.  The  Advancement  Society 
promptly  paid  the  $500  on  my  order,  so  that  I  ha>e  been  able  to  pay 
our  Missionary's  salary  to  June  1st,  proximo.  His  expense  account,  to 
April  21,  as  rendered  to  me,  amounts  to  $148.95.  These  amounts  have 
been  met,  mainly,  by  the  offerings  of  the  congregations. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Council  provide  for  the  raising  of 
the  salary  of  the  General  Missionary,  and  that  it  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  to  receive  the  sums  raised  on  this  account,  and  pay 
out  the  same,  quarterly,  through  its  Treasurer. 

BAPTISMS   AND  MARRIAGES. 

During  the  year,  I  have  administered  the  sacrament  of  baptism  to  eight 
infants,  and  four  adults,  and  have  officiated  at  five  marriages.  One  of 
these  marriages  was  celebrated  in  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia,  ;md 
another  was  the  happy  marriage  of  one  of  our  Clergy. 

FUNERALS. 

It  has  been  my  duty  to  officiate  at  the  funerals  of  four  of  the  laity, 
committing  their  bodies  to  the  ground  in  the  confidence  of  their  Christian 
faith  and  hope  in  "the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  the  life  of  the  world 
to  come." 

POSTULANTS  AND  CANDIDATES. 

In  May  last,  I  transferred,  by  letter  dimissory,  Mr.  Augustus  Davison, 
Postulant,  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia. 

On  August  2d,  I  admitted  Jacob  Jones,  to  be  a  Postulant,  and  on  April 
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18th,  John  B.  Elliott.  Both  are  colored  men.  We  now  have  four 
Postulants:  Paul  Trapier  Prentiss,  Edward  Bryan  Andrews,  Jacob  Jones, 
John  B.  Elliott. 

In  May  last,  I  enrolled  Jesse  David  Lykes,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders, 
and  on  November  9th,  Dr.  Henry  C.  Dozier.  Mr.  Lykes  is  at  the  Bishop 
Payne  Divinity  School,  in  Virginia,  and  Dr.  Dozier  is  at  St.  Luke's  H&ll, 
Sewanee. 

There  are  four  candidates  for  Holy  Orders:  Willis  Wilkinson  Memmin- 
ger,  Henry  Hope  Lumpkin,  Jesse  D.  Lykes,  Henry  C.  Dozier,  M.  D. 

CLERGY  RECEIVED  AND  TRANSFERRED. 

I  have  received  five  Clerymen  into  the  Diocese,  and  transferred  three 
during  the  year. 

On  May  8th,  1905,  the  Rev.  Chas.  E.  Cabaniss  was  received  from  the 
Missionary  jurisdiction  of  Asheville. 

On  May  27th,  I  gave  a  letter  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner, 
transferring  him  to  the  same  jurisdiction. 

On  September  29th,  I  gave  a  letter  to  the  Rev.  Henry  Thomas,  trans- 
ferring him  to  the  Diocese  of  Washington. 

On  November  2d,  I  received,  by  letter,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Moran,  from 
the  Diocese  of  Albany. 

On  November  14th,  I  received,  by  letter,  the  Rev.  Harold  Thomas,  from 
the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina. 

On  March  17th,  1906,  I  received,  by  letter,  the  Rev.  J.  O.  Babin,  from 
the  Diocese  of  Marquette. 

On  March  31st,  I  gave  a  letter  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Hollings, 
transferring  him  to  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island. 

On  April  28th,  I  received,  by  letter,  the  Rev.  Charles  I.  Smith  from 
the  Diocese  of  Washington. 

CLERICAL  CHANGES. 

During  the  year,  the  following  have  been  the  changes  among  our 
Clergy: 

The  Rev.  R.  M.  Marshall,  resigned  the  Missions  at  Summerton  and 
Bradford  Springs,  and  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  the  Church  at  Rock 
Hill,  and  I  appointed  him  Missionary  to  the  Church  at  Lancaster. 

In  July,  at  the  request  of  the  Vestry,  I  appointed  the  Rev.  H.  G 
Mazyck,  Minister  in  charge  on  John's  and  Wadmalaw  Islands,  and  upon 
his  ordination  to  the  Priesthood  in  December,  he  was  called  to  be  Rector 
of  St.  John's,  John's  Island,  and  the  chapel  at  Rockville. 

The  Rev.  W.  E.  Callender,  having  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St. 
Andrew's,  Mt.  Pleasant,  and  accepted  that  of  St.  John's,  Florence.  I 
appointed  him  Minister  in  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Mars  Bluff. 

In  October,  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Evison  was  called  to  be  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Edisto  Island. 

The  Rev.  Royal  Shannonhouse,  having  resigned  the  churches  at  Union 
and  Glenn  Springs,  I  appointed  him  Missionary  to  the  churches  at 
Trenton  and  Ridge  Spring,  and  he  was  called  to  be  Hector  of  Trinity, 
Edgefield. 

The  Rev.  Harold  Thomas,  having  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  ihe  Parish 
at  Orangeburg,  I  appointed  him  to  be  Missionary  in  charge  of  the 
church  at  Fort  Motte. 

The  Rev.  W.  L.  Githens  has  resigned  St.  Helena,  Beaufort,  and  has 
become  Rector  Emeritus,  at  the  urgent  request  of  his  devoted  congre- 
gation. 

The  Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  after  a  long  and  devoted  Rectorship, 
has  resigned  St.  Philip's,  Charleston,  and  has  become  Rector  Emeritus, 
the  Rev.  S.  C.  Beckwith  being  called  to  be  Rector. 

Mr.  Beckwith  was  Missionary  to  Barnwell,  Blackville  and  Allendale, 
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and  upon  his  going  to  St.  Philip's,  Charleston,  I  appointed  the  Rev.  J. 
C.  Waring  in  his  stead,  to  take  charge  May  1st  inst. 

The  Rev.  J.  O.  Babin,  being  called  to  be  Rector  of  the  Church  at 
Yorkville,  I  appointed  him  Missionary  in  charge  of  the  church  at 
Chester. 

At  Easter,  the  Vestry  of  St.  Mark's,  Charleston,  elected,  in  place  of 
their  late  Rector,  Rev.  E.  N.  Hollings,  the  Rev.  Charles  I.  Smith,  of 
Washington,  who  has  accepted,  and  entered  upon  his  duties,  having  been 
duly  transferred. 

The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner,  as  Archdeacon  of  work 
among  colored  people,  went  into  effect  on  June  1st,  last,  and  I  have  not 
deemed  it  expedient  to  appoint  a  successor.  If  I  could  find  a  man  who 
would  fill  Mr.  Joyner's  place,  in  this  especial  work,  I  would  gladly  appoint 
him.  He  left  his  work  fully  organized,  and  I  have  found  no  difficulty  in 
directing  it,  with  the  faithful  assistance  of  the  two  Priests,  the  Rev.  J. 
S.  Quarles,  resident  in  Columbia,  and  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Jackson,  resident 
in  Charleston. 

The  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish,  so  long  the  efficient  and  faithful  Chaplain  of 
the  Home  and  Orphanage  in  Charleston,  found  his  duties  as  City  Mis- 
sionary and  his  charge  of  the  Sheltering  Arms,  so  exacting,  that  he  was 
constrained  to  resign  the  Chaplaincy  of  the  Home,  and  I  appointed  in  his 
stead,  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Evison,  who  has  accepted  his  appointment  and 
entered  earnestly  upon  his  duties. 

ORDINATIONS. 

On  the  22d  of  August,  I  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  Samuel  W.  Grice. 
The  service  was  held  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Columbia,  the  Rev.  J.  S. 
Quarles  presented  the  candidate,  and  I  preached  the  sermon. 

On  the  24th  of  September,  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston,  I  ordained 
John  Kershaw,  Jr.,  to  the  Diaconate.  I  preached  the  sermon  and  the 
candidate  was  presented  by  his  father,  the  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D., 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Johnson  and  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Pringle  took  part  in  the 
service.  This  was  the  last  service  for  our  venerable  brother,  Rev.  Brother 
Pringle.  He  finished  his  course  and  rested  from  his  long  ministry  a 
few  weeks  following.  On  December  31,  in  St.  John's  Church,  John's 
Island,  I  advanced  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Mazyck,  the  Mis- 
sionary in  charge  of  St.  John's  Church,  and  of  the  chapel  on  Wadmalaw 
Island.  The  General  Missionary,  Mr.  Walsh,  was  with  me,  and  pre- 
sented the  ordinand,  and  I  preached  the  sermon.

CONVOCATIONS. 

I  have  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Charleston  Convocation  a 
resolution,  passed  by  that  Convocation,  requesting  me,  in  my  annual 
address,  to  "emphasize  the  importance  of  the  Clergy  attending  the  meet- 
ings of  Convocation,  and  to  urge  upon  them  to  attend." 

I  was  not  in  attendance  upon  the  late  meting  of  the  Convocation,  but  I 
have  attended  the  Convocations  of  the  First  and  Second  Districts  during 
the  year.  At  both  of  these  Convocations  there  was  a  full  attendance  of 
the  Clergy,  and  this,  I  think,  is  characteristic  of  the  upper  Convocations, 
so  that  I  must  conclude  that  my  clerical  brethren  of  the  Third  District  are 
aimed  at  by  the  resolution;  and  not  all  of  them,  evidently.  To  you,  then, 
my  dear  delinquent  brethren,  I  would  say,  that  whatever  may  be  your 
modesty,  your  presence  at  Convocation  is  both  valued  and  missed. 
Verbum  sapienii!  Referring  to  Convocations,  I  would  suggest  that  two 
meetings  in  the  year,  in  my  judgment,  would  be  most  wise — one  in  the  fall 
and  one  in  the  late  winter.  If  you  appoint  your  Convocations  to  meet 
at  the  same  time,  as  was  the  case  with  the  late  meetings  of  the  first  and 
second  Convocations,  it  will  be  impracticable  for  me  to  attend  both 
meetings. 

THE    MISSIONARY  CONFERENCE. 

The  Missionary  Conference  of  the  Fourth  Missionary  Department,  em- 
bracing the  Dioceses  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi 
and  Florida,  and  the  missionary  jurisdictions  of  Southern  Florida,  Cuba 
and  Porto  Rico,  is  appointed  to  meet  in  Columbia  in  the  fall.  The  Con- 
ference will  be  the  guest  of  the  Diocese,  and  I  rely  upon  the  Church  in 
South  Carolina  to  give  the  Bishops,  Presbyters  and  brethren,  who  will 
be  with  us  in  Columbia,  a  worthy  hospitality  and  a  hearty  expression  of 
the  interest  of  the  Diocese  in  the  missionary  work  of  the  Church.  These 
Missionary  Conferences  are  appointed  by  the  General  Board  of  Missions, 
under  the  52  Canon  of  the  Church,  and  are  held  for  "the  systematic 
study  of  missions,  and  for  the  arousing  among  the  people  of  a  greater 
Missionary  zeal." 

I  suggest  that  every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  take  an  offering, 
and  submit  it  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  to  support  the  expense 
of  the  Conference,  and  that  each  Mission  and  Parish  in  the  Diocese  send 
at  least  one  representative  to  the  Conference.  In  due  time  I  will  appoint 
a  Comittee  on  Arrangements  for  the  Conference,  and  a  local  Committee 
on  Hospitality. 

THE   APPORTION  ME  NT  FOR   GENERAL  MISSIONS. 

I  call  your  attention,  dear  brethren,  to  the  important  matter  of  meet- 
ing our  obligations  to  the  General  Board  of  Missions.  South  Carolina 
is  apportioned  the  sum  of  .$2,500.  On  April  1st  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Geo. 
C.  Thomas,  had  received  from  the  Diocese  $673.04  towards  our  apportion- 
ment. This  sum  ($673.04)  has  been  given  by  thirty-five  of  the  Parishes 
and  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  the  rest  having  given  nothing,  so  far,  to 
General  Missions.  Four  months  only  remain  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year,  September  1st,  proximo. 

THE  STATE  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  state  of  the  Diocese,  as  your  Bishop  sees  it,  dear  brethren,  gives 
him  anxious  thought,  and  at  times  much  concern,  especially  when  he 
reflects  upon  the  weak  Parishes  and  Misisons  that  are  without  regular 
pastoral  care;  but  there  is  so  much  to  fill  his  heart  with  gratitude  to 
God,  and  so  much  to  inspire  a  worthy  pride,  that  he  can  assure  yon, 
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that  whatever  may  be  his  own  shortcomings  and  limitations,  he  sincerely 
congratulates  the  Church  in  South  Carolina. 

I  congratulate  you,  my  brethren,  upon  the  peace  of  our  Zion,  upon 
the  devotion  of  our  clergy,  upon  the  loyalty  of  our  laity,  upon  the  un- 
shaken faithfulness  of  the  Church  to  the  great  essentials  of  the  Faith. 
I  know,  and  you  know,  that  we  might  all  do  more  for  the  increase  of 
the  Gospel  than  we  have  done,  or  are  doing,  but  who  that  says  the  Con- 
fession in  sincerity  is  conscious  of  doing  all  that  he  might  do? 

The  sense  of  this  deficiency,  in  its  deeper,  truer  feeling,  is  a  token  of 
progress,  my  brethren;  for  to  cherish  and  love  a  cause  for  which  we  feel 
that  we  are  not  doing  our  best,  is  to  quicken  our  exertions  in  its  behalf. 

If  every  man  and  woman  interested  in  the  progress  of  the  Church 
in  South  Carolina  could  say  in  all  sincerity  of  heart,  that  he  or  she  had 
done  the  best  they  could  do  for  the  Church,  I  could  add  to  my  congratu- 
lations my  joy  at  our  progress! 

I  believe  that  many  faithful  souls  have  done  all  they  could  do,  but  I 
am  sure  that  hundreds  of  us  lack  the  heart-felt  sense  of  our  deficiency 
in  this  great  particular.  As  you  love  your  Church,  and  as  you  prize 
her  mission  to  your  friends  and  brethren,  ask  God  to  pour  into  your 
hearts  a  true  sense  of  your  deficiency  in  her  support — a  true  feeling  of 
what  you  can  do  for  her,  and  what  you  ought  to  do  for  her. 

Let  me  suggest,  brethren,  what  I  think  will  quicken  our  zeal  in  pro- 
moting the  prosperity  of  the  Diocese: 

And  first,  I  should  say,  a  wider  and  a  more  general  interest  in  our 
affairs  is  sorely  needed. 

We  have  an  admirable  paper  published  every  month,  and  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  Diocesan  work,  Diocesan  institutions,  and  Diocesan  duty. 

Every  one  of  our  clergy  should  exert  himself  to  encourage  each  family 
in  his  charge  to  read  this  paper.  How  shall  they  hear,  says  an  apostle, 
without  a  preacher  And  how  shall  they  'preach,  except  they  be  sent? 
Our  paper  is  a  good  preacher  in  our  behalf,  but  it  cannot  be  sent  without 
con-sent.  If  you  will  consent,  you  will  hear  the  needs  of  the  Church 
you  love  recited,  month  by  month,  and  hearing  you  must  feel  your  duty 
and  your  responsibility. 

Again:  We  have  a  well-equipped  and  an  efficient  Church  School  for 
our  boys  in  the  Porter  Academy;  a  time-honored,  noble  Church  College 
for  girls  in  St.  Mary's,  Raleigh,  and  a  great  university  and  a  school 
of  the  prophets  at  Sewanee. 

If  our  Church  people  took  a  more  general  interest  in  these  institutions; 
if  they  gave  them  their  sons  and  daughters  to  be  taught  and  trained  for 
life's  work,  as  the  Church  would  train  and  teach  them,  would  not  the 
Diocese  feel  the  force  and  influence  of  such  teaching  and  such  training? 

A  few  more  boys  at  the  Porter  Academy,  paying  each  a  moderate  sum 
for  tuition  and  board,  would  make  that  institution  self-supporting. 

The  boys  are  here,  in  South  Carolina,  but  in  large  numbers  they  are 
sent  to  other  schools,  at  more  cost  to  their  parents  or  guardians,  and 
without  the  direct  voice  of  the  Church  in  the  behalf  of  their  spiritual 
nurture. 

A  great  English  statesman  has  said,  that  England  had  planned  and 
wrought  her  strength  in  her  great  schools  by  the  training  power  of  her 
schools.  This  is  equally  true  of  the  Church.  We  must  nourish  and 
nurture  the  future  of  our  Diocese  in  our  Church  schools. 

Once  more:  For  immediate  strength,  and  the  immediate  quickening  of 
Diocesan  life  and  progress,  there  is  a  very  certain  promise  in  each  heart, 
in  each  life,  dear  brethren,  that  grows  in  grace  under  the  knowledge  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.    We  need  more  love  to  Christ.    Having  that,  all 
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else  will  come.  I  love  that  hymn  of  Mrs.  Prentiss',  in  which  this  root 
principle  of  all  Christian  life,  and  work,  is  expressed  with  so  much  feel- 
ing, and  so  much  reality.  "Christ  is  Christianity,  and  Christianity  is 
Christ,"  said  a  great  Doctor  of  Divinity.  And  love  to  Him  is  the  soul 
and  the  impulse  of  all  work  for  Him.  "That  He  may  dwell  in  us,  and 
we  in  Him"  is  the  language  of  the  most  solemn  and  the  sweetest  of  the 
Church's  prayers,  as  it  is  the  expression  and  sum  of  the  greatest  of  all 
benefits  of  his  passion,  and  the  Crown  of  all  blessing  to  any  worthy  com- 
municant. Not  I,  said  St.  Paul,  but  Christ  in  me.  I  live  the  Christian 
life,  and  I  preach  the  Gospel,  and  I  do  the  work  of  the  Church,  yea,  I 
count  all  else  as  unworthy  of  my  sacrifices,  because  I  live  by  the  faith 
of  the  Son  of  God,  who  loved  me  and  gave  Himself  for  me!  Whatever 
else,  Roman  or  Greek,  or  Jew,  saw  or  felt  in  the  life  and  work  of  the 
founders  of  Christianity,  they  saw  and  felt  the  force,  the  spirit,  the 
character  of  the  great  Founder,  and  took  knowledge  of  them,  as  men 
in  whom  a  greater  than  man  dwelt.  They  were  Christ-men,  and  their 
disciples  were  Christians.  Believe  me,  dear  brethren,  Christ  in  us,  and 
all  in  Him,  will  insure  our  own  peace  and  strength,  and  bring  to  our 
Diocese  the  life,  which  alone  is  life,  and  the  progress,  which  alone  is 
prosperity ! 

More  love  to  Thee,  O  Christ ! 

More  love  to  Thee! 
Hear  Thou  the  prayer  I  make, 

On  bended  knee; 
This  is  my  earnest  plea, 

More  love,  O  Christ,  to  Thee, 

More  love  to  Thee! 

And  now  let  me  turn  your  thoughts  away  from  this  life,  and  remind 
you  of  the  other  life,  which  grows  ever  near,  and  nearer,  to  each  one 
of  us. 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

Two  of  our  brethren  of  the  clergy  have  entered  into  the  peace  and  rest 
of  Paradise  during  the  past  year. 

The  Rev.  James  Maxwell  Pringle  died  at  his  residence  in  Charleston, 
in  October  last;  and  the  Rev.  Herbert  M.  Jarvis  died  near  Savannah,  jGa., 
in  December  following. 

Mr.  Pringle  was  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  by  Bishop  Gadsden,  in  St. 
Philip's  Church,  Charleston,  on  August  10,  1846,  and  to  the  Priesthood, 
in  the  same  Church,  on  September  10,  1847.  His  long  ministry  was  spent 
in  this  Diocese,  in  Kentucky,  and  in  the  Diocese  of  Texas.  He  came 
back  to  us  from  Texas  during  my  Episcopate,  and  his  service  was  ren- 
dered the  Church  as  Missionary  to  Grahamville,  Hardeeville,  Bluffton, 
and  as  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Adams  Run.  Devoted  to  his  ministry, 
conscientious  in  the  full  discharge  of  his  duties,  a  good  pastor,  a  good 
preacher,  always  a  courteous  gentleman,  our  brother  had  passed  his  four 
score  years,  and  was  gathered  to  his  fathers  in  the  certain  hope  of  eter- 
nal life ! 

Mr.  Jarvis  was  received  into  our  Diocese  by  Bishop  Howe,  in  1892, 
from  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  and  served  the  Church  as 
Rector  of  St.  Andrew's,  Mt.  Pleasant,  and  afterwards  as  Missionary  to 
St.  Stephen's,  Berkeley  County,  and  at  St.  Alban's,  Kingstree.  Of  late 
his  health  has  been  very  poor;  his  eyesight  incapacitated  him  for  work. 
He  resided  for  a  time  in  Cheraw,  and  then  removed  to  one  of  the  islands 
near  Savannah,  where  he  fell  on  sleep.  Mr.  Jarvis  was  a  zealous,  pains- 
taking clergyman,  reserved  in  his  manners,  and,  as  we  knew  him,  a 
devout  churchman.  If  he  had  good  health,  and  good  eyesight,  his 
zeal  and  devotion  would  have  made  him  a  valuable  man.    But  he  has

put  off  the  burden  of  the  flesh,  and  sees  with  clear  vision  now  the  things 
he  longed  to  see  and  know,  in  the  light  that  shineth  more  and  more,  unto 
the  perfect  day. 

The  work  of  our  brethren  is  done — ours  is  not  yet  finished.  We  are 
here  to  give  an  account  of  what  work  we  have  been  doing,  and  how  we 
have  been  doing  it. 

May  the  account  we  give  of  our  stewardship  do  honor  to  our  Master, 
and  cheer  His  Church.    Amen ! 


BISHOP'S  JOURNAL 


MAY,  1905. 

1.  At  work  all  day  on  my  Council  Address. 

2.  Went  to  Camden  by  early  train.  Attended  divine  service  at  11 
o'clock  in  Grace  Church,  Camden,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
the  Rev.  W.  A.  Guerry  preaching  the  Council  sermon.  Presided  in 
Council  and  read  my  Annual  Address. 

3.  Presided  in  Council  and  also  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

4.  Presided  in  Council  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

5.  Went  home. 

6.  Went  to  Yorkville. 

7.  Visited  the  Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hughson,  from 
the  District  of  Asheville,  assisted  me  in  the  services  of  the  morning  and 
preached  at  night.  I  preached  in  the  morning  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  baptized  an  infant,  and  later  conferred 
with  the  Vestry  in  reference  to  the  calling  of  a  Rector.  At  night  I  said 
the  Creed  and  Prayers. 

8.  Went  home.  Received  and  accepted  a  letter  dimissory  from  the 
Bishop  of  Asheville  transferring  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Cabiness.  Gave  Letter 
Dismissory  to  Mr.  Angus  Davidson,  postulant,  transferring  him  to  the 
Diocese  of  Virginia. 

13.  Being  on  my  visitation  at  Rock  Hill,  and  the  Parish  without  a 
rector,  I  met  the  class  of  young  ladies  at  Winthrop  College  which  had 
been  formed  for  confirmation,  and  examined  and  instructed  them. 

14.  Sunday.  At  morning  service  the  Rev.  Archdeacon  Joyner  said  the 
service,  I  preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  eleven  persons  and  addressed 
them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached 
at  the  Chapel  for  Colored  People,  and  the  Archdeacon  celebrated  both 
Sacraments.  After  confirming  three  persons,  I  addressed  them.  At 
night  Mr.  Joyner  said  the  service  for  me  in  the  Church  and  I  preached 
again. 

15.  At  11  A.  M.  I  baptized  an  infant  in  private,  and  took  the  train  at 
3  P.  M.  for  Blacksburg.  I  baptized  an  infant  at  Blacksburg  in  private 
this  afternoon.  At  night  I  visited  the  Mission  Chapel,  said  Evening 
Prayer,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person.  This  Mission,  with  the 
adjoining  Mission  at  Gaffney,  and  the  Churches  lately  visited  at  York- 
ville and  Rock  Hill,  are  without  a  shepherd  since  the  removals  of  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Williams  and  Johnes.  I  omitted  to  say,  in  noting  my  visit 
to  Rock  Hill,  that  I  had  conferred  with  the  Vestry  on  the  call  of  a 
rector,  and  they,  as  well  as  the  Vestry  at  Yorkville,  agreed  to  call  a 
clergyman  at  once. 

16.  Went  home. 

18.  Received  letter  from  Bishop  Spalding,  Salt  Lake,  accepting  the 
transfer  of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Johnes. 

19.  The  Board  of  Missions  met  in  Columbia.  We  agreed  to  appropri- 
ate only  so  much  money  as  we  could  reasonably  expect  to  receive  from 
the  Diocese,  and  accordingly  the  total  of  appropriations  amounted  to 
.$(),750. 

20.  Went  down  to  Summerville. 

21.  Visited  St.  Paul's  in  the  morning,  St.  Barnabas'  in  the  afternoon, 
and  the  Epiphany  at  night.    At  St.  Paul's  I  preached,  confirmed  four 
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persons  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  I  was  glad  to  congratu- 
late Mr.  Jagar  and  the  congregation  on  the  improvements  made  in  the 
Church  since  my  last  visit — a  new  organ  and  a  commodious  Vestry  room. 
At  St.  Barnabas'  Mission  I  confirmed  a  class  of  nine  adults  and  preached. 
After  the  service  I  went  over  to  the  Infirmary  and  confirmed  a  candidate 
who  had  recently  undergone  a  serious  operation.  At  the  Epiphany,  at 
night,  Mr.  Jagar  said  Evening  Prayer  and  I  confirmed  a  class  of  four 
persons  and  preached. 

22.  Visited  the  school  for  colored  children  with  Mr.  Jagar,  and  was 
gratified  with  its  condition.  This  school  is  connected  with  the  Chapel 
of  the  Epiphany.  I  went  on  to  Charleston  in  time  to  meet  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Church  Home  at  12  M.  In  the  afternoon  I  held  a  ser- 
vice for  the  children  at  the  Orphanage,  and  afterwards  presided  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Home.  At  night  I  visited  Calvary 
Church,  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Jackson  Missionary  in  charge.  The  evening 
service  was  said  by  the  Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Hol- 
lings,  and  the  Missionary,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  a  good  class  of 
seven  persons  and  addressed  them.  Glad  to  find  Calvary  Church  in  a 
good  condition  under  the  charge  of  its  active  Missionary. 

23.  Went  up  to  Columbia. 

24.  Wrote  to  all  the  Parishes  and  Misisons  reported  to  me  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  as  being  behind  in  their 
contributions  to  the  general  Mission  work  of  the  Church. 

25.  Spent  much  time  with  my  Reverend  Brother  Joyner,  going  over 
matters  pertaining  to  the  zealous  and  faithful  work  he  has  been  doing 
for  the  negroes  in  the  Diocese  under  his  care  as  Archdeacon. 

27.  Gave  a  letter  dimissory  to  Archdeacon  Joyner  transferring  him  to 
the  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville.    How  I  will  miss  my  Reverend  Brother ! 

28.  Sunday.  I  visited  two  of  the  Missions  for  colored  people  and  one 
for  white  people  to-day.  In  the  morning,  at  St.  Ann's,  Lexington  County, 
the  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles  said  the  service,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed 
two  persons.  In  the  afternoon,  at  St.  Mary's,  Columbia,  the  Rev.  B.  B. 
Tyler  and  the  Rev.  G.  E.  Howell  said  the  service,  and  I  preached  and 
confirmed  a  class  of  five  persons  presented  by  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles. 
At  night,  at  St.  Timothy's,  Columbia,  the  Rev.  H.  O.  Judd,  Missionary 
in  charge,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  a  class 
of  six  persons.  Mr.  Judd  is  working  away  with  his  usual  devotion  here, 
and  already  I  could  see  the  impression  of  his  labors. 

JUNE. 

3.  I  have  spent  the  present  week  removing  my  family  to  our  summer 
home,  at  Cedar  Mountain,  N.  C. 

6.  This  evening,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Lander  College,  at  Greenwood, 
I  preached  the  Commencement  Sermon  by  invitation  of  my  friend  the 
President,  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  O.  Wilson,  and  took  the  train  at  midnight 
for  New  York  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

8-9.  In  attendance  upon  the  meeting  of  Bishops.  The  Rev.  F.  F. 
Johnson,  General  Missionary  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Massachusetts, 
was  elected  Missionary  Bishop  to  assist  Bishop  Hare  in  his  work  in 
South  Dakota. 

12.  Letter  from  Bishop  of  Asheville  accepting  the  transfer  of  Arch- 
deacon Joyner. 

17.  Went  to  Union  for  a  visitation. 

18.  Service  morning  and  night,  a  baptism  and  private  confirmation  of 
a  sick  person  in  the  afternoon.  I  preached  at  both  services,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Shannonhouse  saying  the  service,  and  at  night  I  confirmed  one  person. 

19.  Appointed  the  canonical  officers  for  St.  Andrew's  Mission  in  Green- 
ville on  the  nomination  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell.  Received  notice  from 
the  Rev.  R.  M.  Marshall  that  he  had  resigned  the  Missions  at  Summerton 
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and  Bradford  Springs  and  had  accepted  a  call  to  be  Rector  at  Rock 
Hill.  He  will  also  be  Missionary  to  Lancaster.  Also  received  notice 
from  Mr.  Callender  that  he  had  resigned  the  Parishes  of  St.  Andrew's, 
Mt.  Pleasant,  and  John's  Island,  and  had  accepted  a  call  to  Florence. 

20.  Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committees  from  the  Church  Home 
and  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  at  the  Orphanage  in  Charleston,  at  which 
it  was  agreed  that  the  Diocese  should  take  official  charge  of  the  Home 
and  Orphanage. 

21.  Presided  at  the  Commencement  of  the  Porter  Academy  and  gave 
diplomas  to  a  fine  class  graduated  at  this  Commencement.  Afterwards 
presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Porter  Academy. 

22.  Went  up  to  Columbia.  Signed  deed,  as  President  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese,  conveying  the  property  of  the  Church  on  Sullivan's  Island 
to  the  Government — deed  to  be  delivered  when  the  sum  of  $9,000  is  paid. 
Left  Columbia  for  Sewanee  by  afternoon  train. 

23.  Arrived  at  Sewanee  in  time  to  preside  this  evening  at  the  oratorical 
contest. 

24>.  Opening  service  of  Commencement  week.  Made  an  address,  as 
Chancellor,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees met  at  11  o'clock.  I  accepted  a  re-election  as  Chancellor  in  defer- 
ence to  the  unanimous  wish  of  my  brethren. 

25.  Commencement  Sunday.  Presided  at  the  morning  service.  The 
Bishop  of  East  Carolina  preached  an  admirable  sermon.  In  the  after- 
noon laid  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  Chapel  and  made  an  address,  with 
others.    The  Bishops  present  met  in  conference  at  night. 

26,  27,  28.  Presided  at  meetings  of  the  Board.  Visited  the  Grammar 
School,  said  Evening  Prayer  for  the  boys  and  addressed  them. 

29.  Commencement  Day.  Presided  as  Chancellor,  and,  by  request,  pre- 
sented the  Dudley  Medal  for  Elocution.  Mr.  John  Kershaw,  Jr.,  finished 
his  course  at  St.  Luke's  Hall  to-day  and  received  his  diploma.  He  will 
be  shortly  ordained  to  the  Diaconate. 

30.  Before  leaving  Sewanee  this  morning  I  attended  the  opening  ser- 
vice for  the  new  session  in  the  Chapel,  and,  by  request  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  addressed  the  students. 

JULY. 

2.  Visited  the  Mission  of  Kaolin  this  morning,  preached  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion,  the  Missionary  in  charge,  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles, 
assisting.  At  night  I  visited  the  Mission  at  Graniteville.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Clift  came  over  from  Aiken  and  kindly  assisted  me  in  the  service,  and 
I  preached.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Beckwith  is  in  charge  here,  but  he  was  on 
duty  at  Barnwell. 

4.  I  have  spent  most  of  this  day  at  my  desk  writing  to  the  clergy  in 
behalf  of  the  empty  Treasury  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

5.  Recognized  the  organization  of  Sheldon  Parish,  Prince  William's, 
under  Canon  III.,  of  the  Diocese. 

6.  Had  service  at  5  P.  M.  for  the  children  at  the  Orphanage,  Charles- 
ton, and  afterwards  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Home. 

9.  Glenn  Springs.  Visited  Calvary  Church  to-day,  the  Rev.  Royal 
Shannonhouse  minister  in  charge.  After  preaching  at  morning  -service, 
I  confirmed  a  class  of  six  persons,  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  Mr.  Shannonhouse  having  said 
Evening  Prayer,  I  preached  again. 

10.  Left  Glenn  Springs  for  our  summer  home  at  Cedar  Mountain,  N.  C. 

15.  Appointed  as  Trustees  of  the  Church  Home,  to  represent  the  Dio- 
cese until  their  successors  are  elected  by  Council,  the  following  gentle- 
men: The  Rev.  Messrs.  O.  T.  Porcher,  A.  S.  Thomas  and  W.  P.  Witsell, 
and  Messrs.  P.  T.  Hayne,  H.  P.  DuVall,  R.  I.  Manning.  A.  M.  Lee  and 
Thos.  Pinckney. 
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16.  Morning  service  and  sermon  in  Faith  Chapel. 

Received  from  the  Standing  Committee  recommendations  for  the  ordi- 
nations of  John  Kershaw  and  Samuel  W.  Grice. 

20.  Appointed  Tuesday,  August  22d,  for  the  ordination  of  Samuel 
Grice,  at  St.  Mary's  Church,  Columbia,  and  requested  the  Rev.  E.  N. 
Joyner  to  preach  the  sermon. 

23.  Sunday.  I  said  part  of  Morning  Prayer  in  Faith  Chapel  this  morn- 
ing and  preached,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beckwith  assisting  me  in  the  service. 

26.  At  the  request  of  the  Vestry  of  St.  John's,  John's  Island,  I  ap- 
pointed the  Rev.  H.  C.  Mazyck  minister  in  charge  of  that  Parish  from 
September  1st,  proximo,  to  May  1st,  1906. 

30.  Attended  divine  service  in  Faith  Chapel  this  morning.  The  Rev. 
Walter  B.  Capers  said  Morning  Prayer  and  preached. 

31.  I  received  to-day  the  generous  gift  of  $400  from  a  member  of  the 
Diocese  to  be  divided  equally  between  Missions  in  the  Diocese  to  the 
whites  and  to  the  colored  people. 

AUGUST. 

1.  Signed  Government  vouchers  for  the  sale  of  the  Church  property 
on  Sullivan's  Island,  and  sent  the  same  to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  to  be  delivered. 

2.  Admitted  to  postulancy  Jacob  Jones,  a  colored  man  of  excellent 
character,  recommended  by  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner. 

4.  At  work  to-day  on  "copy"  for  "The  Messenger/' 

5.  Appointed  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Callender  to  be  Missionary  in  charge  at 
Christ  Church,  Mars  Bluff,  from  September  1st,  proximo. 

6.  The  Transfiguration.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  "Camp 
Cottage"  early  this  morning,  as  Mrs.  Capers  was  too  feeble  to  go  to  the 
Chapel.  At  11  o'clock  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beckwith  said  Morning  Prayer  and 
preached  in  Faith  Chapel. 

10.  Appointed  Sunday,  the  24th  of  September,  at  St.  Michael's  Church, 
Charleston,  for  the  ordination  of  Mr.  John  Kershaw,  Jr. 

13.  Attended  service  at  Faith  Chapel,  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Capers  saying 
Morning  Prayer  and  preaching  for  me. 

19.  Left  "Camp  Cottage"  this  morning  for  the  Camp  of  North  Caro- 
lina ex-Confederate  Soldiers,  near  Asheville,  where  I  am  to  preach  to 
the  old  soldiers  to-morrow  by  their  invitation. 

20.  I  held  a  service  in  the  Camp  of  Veterans  of  the  Eleventh,  Four- 
teenth and  Sixteenth  North  Carolina  Regiments  this  morning,  and 
preached  to  them,  con  amore,  from  2  Timothy,  2d  chapter  and  3d  verse. 

21.  Went  down  to  Columbia  for  ordination  service  to-morrow. 

22.  At  St.  Mary's  Church  this  morning  I  ordained  to  the  Diaconate 
Samuel  W.  Grice,  who  was  presented  to  me  by  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles. 
I  preached  the  sermon  and  the  Rev.  H.  O.  Judd  and  Deacons  G.  E. 
Howell  and  B.  B.  Tyler  took  part  in  the  service,  Mr.  Judd  being  the 
celebrant.  The  Rev.  S.  W.  Grice  is  in  charge  of  the  Mission  School  at 
Spartanburg. 

23.  Went  to  Charleston  by  early  train  for  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Church  Home  Orphanage.  The  Trustees  met  at  5.30  P.  M.,  and 
we  were  in  session  until  nearly  9.  This  was  the  first  meeting  of  the 
reorganized  Board  of  Trustees,  and  much  business  of  importance  was 
transacted.  What  most  concerns  me  now  is  the  fact  that  for  the  support 
of  the  Orphanage  for  the  past  four  months  we  have  been  compelled  to 
spend  more  of  our  capital.  The  expense  of  supporting  the  Orphanage 
has  exceeded  our  receipts  by  an  amount  over  $500.  This  fact  makes  its 
own  appeal,  and  is  the  immediate  and  urgent  call  upon  the  clergy  and 
laity  of  the  Diocese  to  come  at  once  to  the  help  of  our  Orphanage. 

25.  Greenwood.  Visited  the  Mission  of  the  Church  of  the  Resurrec- 
tion.   At  the  morning  hour  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
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munion,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher  assisting  me.  At  night  Mr.  Porcher  said 
Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached  again. 

26.  After  paying  some  visits,  Mr.  Porcher  and  I  went  on  to  Willington. 

27.  Willington.  A  large  congregation  greeted  us  at  St.  Stephen's  this 
morning.  Mr.  Porcher  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  we  went  on  to  Calhoun 
Falls  for  a  service  at  night.  Mr.  Porcher  said  Evening  Prayer  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  two  persons,  the  Chapel  being  filled  with  a  de- 
vout congregation. 

29.  Visited  the  Mission  for  colored  people  at  Peake,  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles. 
Mr.  Quarles  took  the  service  and  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.    Found  the  Misison  in  admirable  order. 

30.  Columbia.  Baptized  Hampton  Brooks,  infant  son  of  William  and 
Katherine  Brooks  Shannon. 

31.  Administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  private  to  a  sick  friend. 
In  the  afternoon  visited  the  Mission  at  St.  Anna's  for  colored  people, 
Rev.  B.  B.  Tyler  in  charge.  I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person.  At 
night  I  visited  St.  Luke's,  Rev.  George  E.  Howell  in  charge,  who  said 
Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached.  Both  of  these  Misisons  will  hereafter 
be  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  G.  E.  Howell,  the  Rev.  B.  B.  Tyler 
having  been  assigned  to  the  Missions  at  Newberry  and  near  Alston. 

SEPTEMBER. 

2.  I  visited  the  Mission  for  colored  people  near  Eastover,  St.  Thomas, 
where  good  Mrs.  Clarkson  is  the  devoted  teacher  of  the  school  and  prac- 
tically the  lay  Missionary.  I  said  Morning  Prayer,  preached  and  con- 
firmed a  class  of  twenty  adults  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
Of  the  twenty  confirmed,  ten  were  from  Emmanuel  Mission,  in  the  sand 
hills.  In  the  afternoon  I  was  glad  to  visit  the  Sunday  School  of  Zion 
Church  and  to  address  the  children. 

10-18.  Spent  this  week  with  my  family  at  Camp  Cottage,  embracing 
two  Sundays,  when  I  said  Morning  Prayer  and  preached  in  "Faith 
Chapel." 

19,  20,  21.  I  was  in  attendance  upon  the  Sixth  Annual  Convocation 
for  Colored  People  in  the  Diocese.  I  made  the  opening  address  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  and  presided  at  the  sessions  and  ser- 
vices. Sixteen  Missions  were  represented  by  nineteen  laymen,  and  the 
two  Priests,  J.  S.  Quarles  and  Wm.  M.  Jackson,  with  the  four  Deacons, 
Messrs.  Joyner,  Tyler,  Howell  and  Grice,  were  present.  The  tone  of  this 
Convocation  was  distinctly  good,  the  papers  read  well  prepared,  and 
the  discussions  and  deliberations  admirable.  The  contributions  from  the 
Missions  for  the  support  of  Convocation,  including  the  traveling  ex- 
penses of  its  members,  came  very  near  meeting  the  cost  of  the  meeting, 
and  all  the  Missions  represented  reported  the  Apportionment  for  General 
Missions  paid.    I  was  very  much  gratified  with  this  meeting. 

24.  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston.  At  the  above  church  to-day  I 
ordained  to  the  Diaconate  John  Kershaw,  Jr.,  recently  graduated  from 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Sewanee.  The  Rev.  Drs.  Johnson  and  Ker- 
shaw, and  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Pringle,  took  part  in  the  interesting  services, 
and  the  congregation  of  St.  Michael's  Church  united  with  St.  Philip's, 
as  the  former  church  was  undergoing  repairs.  I  preached  the  sermon 
and  the  ordinand  was  presented  by  his  father,  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Ker- 
shaw. The  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  Jr.,  will  be  at  once  assigned  to  duty  at 
Summerton  and  Bradford  Springs. 

29.  Gave  letter  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  Henry  Thomas,  transferring 
him  to  the  Diocese  of  Washington. 
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OCTOBER. 

2.  Removed  my  family  from  our  summer  home. 

8.  Newberry.  I  officiated  in  St.  Luke's  Parish  to-day.  Held  service 
morning  and  at  night,  preached  at  each  service,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  at  the  morning  hour.  The  little  flock  at  Newberry  are  with- 
out a  shepherd,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas,  greatly  to  the  regret  of  the  church, 
having  recently  left  them  and  the  church  at  Laurens  to  accept  a  call  to 
a  Parish  in  Washington.  There  is  no  calculating  the  detriment  which 
our  small  Parishes  and  Misisons  suffer  by  these  sudden  and  unexpected 
changes.  It  would  seem  that  their  progress  was  impossible  when  they 
are  subjected  to  frequent  disappointments  and  to  the  unavoidable  periods 
of  months  without  any  service  whatever.  I  have  sometimes  thought  that 
it  would  promote  the  progress  of  the  Church  if  we  had  a  Canon  which 
would  make  it  impossible  for  a  man  to  leave  his  work  until  his  successor 
was  provided. 

9.  Visited  the  Church  School  for  Colored  People  and  found  it  in  good 
order,  but  the  buildings  in  a  dilapidated  condition.  Received  notice  from 
Mr.  Hart,  Yorkville,  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Babin  had  accepted  that  Parish 
for  six  months. 

11.  Officiated  at  a  marriage  in  Greenville,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Mitchell.  Attended  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

12-13.  In  attendance  upon  Convocation  at  Seneca.  Preached  Thursday 
night  and  again  Friday  morning.  Visited  the  public  schools  by  invita- 
tion and  addressed  the  teachers  and  pupils.  Convocation  was  well  at- 
tended and  the  discussions  interesting.  The  little  Mission  at  Seneca  is 
holding  its  own,  and  Mr.  Finlay,  the  Missionary,  is  encouraged.  As  our 
Missions  go,  this  is  a  good  record. 

15.  Sunday.  Visited  Trinity  Church,  Abbeville,  which  is  now  without 
a  Rector.  Full  morning  service,  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. Once  a  strong  Parish,  Abbeville  now  is  unable  to  be  self-sup- 
porting. Death  and  the  removals  of  whole  families  have  so  reduced  the 
numbers  and  strength  of  the  Parish  that  the  Vestry  has  requested  the 
Bishop  to  do  the  best  he  can  for  them.  I  greatly  missed  my  dear  brother, 
the  long-time  Senior  Warden,  Mr.  W.  H.  Parker,  from  his  place  in  the 
church,  and  many  others  so  identified  with  the  life  and  history  of  Abbe- 
ville and  Trinity  Church.  After  service  I  met  and  conferred  with  the 
Vestry,  and  was  gratified  to  find  that  several  of  our  young  men  had 
come  forward  to  hold  up  Mr.  Barnwell's  hands,  who  alone  is  left  of  the 
former  Vestry  of  Trinity. 

16.  Licensed  the  Rev.  J.  O.  Babin  to  officiate  in  this  Diocese. 

17.  Notice  from  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Evison  that  he  had  been  elected  Rector 
of  Trinity  Parish,  Edisto,  and  had  accepted. 

18.  Appointed  lay-readers  for  the  organized  Missions  at  Clemson  and 
at  Seneca. 

20.  St.  Mark's,  Clarendon.  Visited  this  Parish  to-day.  Mr.  Barnwell 
said  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion.  Only  a  few  families  left  in  St.  Mark's,  but 
they  are  devoted  to  the  Church  and  their  children  are  coming  to  confir- 
mation. St.  Mark's  has  lately  been  materially  improved — a  new  roof, 
fresh  paint,  and  a  neat  iron  fence  around  the  church-yard. 

21.  St.  Augustine's  Mission  for  Colored  People.  I  visited  this  Mission 
this  morning.  A  full  Chapel  greeted  us.  Mr.  Barnwell  said  the  Litany, 
and,  after  preaching,  I  confirmed  four  persons  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.  St.  Augustine's  is  one  of  our  best  Missions  among  our 
colored  people.  There  are  over  thirty  communicants,  and  the  character 
and  reputation  of  the  congregation  is  commended  on  every  hand.    I  was 
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impressed  to-day  by  the  fact  that  so  many  men  composed  the  congre- 
gation and  manifested  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  Mission. 

22.  Sunday.  Ascension  Church,  Hagood.  Visited  the  Parish  this 
morning,  a  full  church  greeting  my  good  Brother  Barnwell  and  myself 
in  the  service.  He  said  Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached,  baptized  an 
adult,  confirmed  a  class  of  five  persons,  addressed  them  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion,  some  sixty  persons  communicating. 

24.  Went  to  Charleston  by  early  train  to  greet  the  Bishop  of  Pittsburg 
and  the  Guild  of  St.  Barnabas,  over  which  he  presides.  At  night,  at  St. 
Luke's  Church,  I  preached  the  annual  sermon  before  the  Guild. 

25.  I  attended  one  of  the  sessions  of  the  St.  Barnabas  Guild,  and,  by 
request,  made  a  brief  address. 

29.  Visited  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Orangeburg.  Preached  both 
morning  and  night,  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  confirmed  four  per- 
sons, and  addressed  them.  In  the  afternoon,  in  the  home  of  one  of  the 
Professors  of  the  State  College  for  Colored  People,  I  held  a  service, 
assisted  by  Mr.  Walsh,  and  preached. 

30.  By  request  I  held  Chapel  service  at  the  State  College  for  Colored 
People  this  morning,  and  made  an  address  to  some  seven  hundred  stu- 
dents. 

31.  I  to-day  received  notice  of  the  recent  death  of  my  venerable  brother, 
the  Rev.  J.  M.  Pringle,  who  has  for  years  past  been  one  of  the  devoted 
clergy  of  the  Diocese.  At  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Pringle  was  the 
oldest  of  our  Presbyters,  having  been  ordained  by  Bishop  Gadsden,  in 
St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston,  to  the  Diaconate,  on  August  16th,  1846, 
and  to  the  Priesthood,  in  the  same  church,  September  19th,  1847. 

NOVEMBER. 

1.  I  went  up  to  Union  on  important  business  connected  with  the  Parish. 

2.  Received  to-day  and  accepted  the  Letter  Dimissory  from  the 
Bishop  of  Albany,  transferring  to  South  Carolina  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Moran.  Mr.  Moran  is  to  be  assistant  to  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Columbia,  and  specially  to  have  charge  of  Trinity  Mission.  Licensed 
lay-reader  for  St.  Paul's,  Charleston,  by  request  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bowers. 

5.  Trenton  and  Edgefield.  At  morning  service  I  said  the  Litany,  bap- 
tized two  adults,  preached,  confirmed  four  persons,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  The  congregation  manifested  every  interest  in  the 
service  and  was  very  earnest  in  requesting  me  to  send  them  a  minister. 
I  met  the  Sunday-school  before  service  and  spoke  to  the  children.  At 
night  I  held  service  at  Edgefield.  Trinity  Church  was  crowded  to  over- 
flowing, the  music  was  good  and  hearty,  and  we  had  a  spirited  service. 
I  said  Evening  Prayer  and  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person,  a  colored 
man. 

6.  I  met  with  the  Vestry  this  morning  and  conferred  with  its  members 
with  reference  to  the  call  of  a  clergyman  to  their  Parish. 

7.  I  invested  $2,000  of  the  Weston  School  Fund  with  the  Piedmont 
Manufacturing  Company,  making  $5,000  now  with  that  company. 

8.  Went  by  early  train  to  Charleston  for  the  marriage  of  my  Reverend 
Brother  Mikell.  At  St.  Michael's  Church,  this  evening,  the  Rev.  Henry 
J.  Mikell,  Rector  of  the  Holy  Communion  Church,  was  united  in  holy 
wedlock  to  Miss  Henrietta  Campbell  Bryan,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  and 
myself  officiating.  Took  the  train  at  11  o'clock  for  Atlanta  to  attend 
the  Missionary  Conference  of  the  Fourth  District  and  meet  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Trustees  of  Sewanee. 

9.  At  5  P.  M.  presided  at  meeting  of  Executive  Committee.  Attended 
part  of  afternoon  session  of  Conference.  At  night,  at  the  closing  service 
of  the  Conference,  I  made  an  address. 

12.  Pendleton  and  Walhalla.  Mr.  Finlay  said  Morning  Prayer  at  St. 
Paul's,  Pendleton,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 
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In  the  afternoon  we  went  up  to  Walhalla  and  held  service  in  St.  John's 
Church.  I  preached  to  a  full  congregation.  No  confirmations  at  either 
place. 

13.  Received  notice  from  the  Standing  Committee  that  the  Rev.  Henry 
C.  Mazyck  had  been  recommended  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  and 
Mr.  H.  C.  Dozier,  a  student  of  theology  at  Sewanee,  had  been  recom- 
mended to  be  admitted  a  candidate  for  holy  orders.  Wrote  these  gentle- 
men to  this  effect,  and  appointed  Sunday,  the  31st  of  December,  for  Mr. 
Mazyck's  ordination  at  St.  John's  Church,  John's  Island. 

17.  The  Rev.  Royal  Shannonhouse  having  resigned  the  Parish  at  Union, 
I  to-day  appointed  him  Missionary  in  charge  of  the  churches  at  Ridge 
Spring  and  Trenton,  and  nominated  him  to  be  called  by  the  Vestry  to 
Trinity  Church,  Edgefield. 

19.  Service  to-day  at  the  Holy  Cross,  Stateburg.  A  full  congregation, 
beautiful  day,  and  delightful  service.  I  addressed  the  Sunday-school 
before  service.  Mr.  Barnwell  said  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed two  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

21.  Went  down  to  Sumter  to  attend  Convocation.  Presided  at  the  ser- 
vices at  night,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  preaching,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
A.  S.  Thomas  and  John  Kershaw,  Jr.,  saying  the  service. 

22.  In  attendance  on  Convocation.  Mr.  R.  I.  Manning  read  a  strong 
paper  ad  clerum,  giving  a  layman's  view  of  the  clergyman,  his  work  and 
opportunities  for  service,  and  some  of  his  short-comings  and  deficien- 
cies— faults  which  marred  his  ministry  and  decreased  his  influence.  The 
spirit  of  the  paper  could  not  have  been  better,  and  the  replies  from  the 
clergy  were  admirable.  We  all  felt  that  it  was  good  to  see  ourselves 
as  our  best  friends  see  us.    I  preached  at  the  evening  service. 

23.  In  attendance  upon  the  session  of  the  Convocation.  The  subject 
before  Convocation  this  morning,  was  "The  Clergyman  and  His  Relation 
to  the  Rubrics  of  the  Prayer  Book."  The  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon  was  the 
leader,  and  he  was  subjected  to  a  constant  fire  of  interruptions  and 
questions,  which  he  invited,  in  order  to  be  clearly  understood.  The 
rubrics,  through  the  Communion  office,  were  pretty  thoroughly  discussed, 
and  the  able  leader  found  his  Bishop  and  his  brethren,  in  the  main,  as 
one  with  him  in  his  constructions  of  our  rubrical  law.  The  whole  dis- 
cussion was  most  timely.  I  wish  that  all  of  our  Convocations  would  take 
it  up.  I  presided  at  the  Missionary  service  at  night  and  made  an  address 
for  our  Diocesan  Board  and  its  work.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh,  our  General 
Missionary,  presented  the  cause  of  General  Missions,  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Witsell  showed  clearly  why  he  had  a  high  claim  upon  the  Church  families 
of  the  Diocese  to  support  our  Diocesan  paper.  I  leave  to-morrow  for 
Bradford  Springs. 

24.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Kershaw  and  I  went  by  train  to  Providence,  and 
Mr.  Colclough  drove  us  to  St.  Philip's  Church,  Bradford  Springs.  Mr. 
Kershaw  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.    We  had  a  good  congregation  and  a  pleasant  service. 

25.  Summerton.  This  afternoon  I  baptized  our  grand-son,  William 
Manigault,  second  son  of  Ellison  and  Corlatta  Manigault  Capers. 

26.  At  Morning  Prayer  in  St.  Matthias'  Chapel,  Summerton,  I  bap- 
tized an  adult,  assisted  in  the  service  by  Mr.  Kershaw,  preached  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  At  night  I  attended  the  service  and 
heard  my  young  Brother  Kershaw  preach,  with  great  pleasure  to  me, 
an  edifying  sermon. 

27.  Went  home  and  found  Mrs.  Capers  very  weak. 

DECEMBER. 

2.  Went  down  to  Blackville. 

3.  Visited  the  Mission  at  Blackville  and  Allendale  to-day,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Beckwith  minister  in  charge.    In  the  morning  Mr.  Beckwith  said 
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the  service,  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.  At  night  the  church  at  Allendale  was  crowded  to  over- 
flowing. I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person.  At  both  Missions  I 
found  conditions  encouraging. 

7.  I  tendered  the  Coast  Missions,  on  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Rail- 
road, to  the  Rev.  P.  E.  Kimberly,  who  is  highly  commended  by  his  Bishop 
and  friends. 

9.  Went  down  to  Kingstree. 

10.  Visited  the  Mission  here  to-day,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson  minister  in 
charge,  and  was  glad  to  find  it  in  good  condition  and  with  cheering  pros- 
pects. I  preached  morning  and  afternoon,  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion and  confirmed  two  persons,  Dr.  Wilson  taking  the  service. 

12.  Made  the  invocation  at  the  unveiling  of  a  noble  monument,  erected 
by  public  subscription  to  commemorate  the  life  and  character  of  the  late 
N.  G.  Gonzales,  the  founder  and  able  editor  of  "The  State." 

13.  Appointed  the  Rev.  Harold  Thomas  to  be  minister  in  charge  at 
Fort  Motte.  Mr.  Thomas  has  accepted  a  call  to  be  Rector  of  the  Church 
at  Orangeburg. 

16.  Officiated  this  morning  at  the  funeral  of  my  lamented  friend,  Mr. 
Davidge  Gambrill,  and  afterwards  went  up  to  Fort  Hill. 

17.  I  preached  this  morning,  by  request,  before  the  students  of  Clem- 
son  College,  in  their  Chapel,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Finlay  saying  Morning  Prayer. 
This  is  an  inspiring  congregation,  nearly  six  hundred  of  the  youth  of 
the  State.  In  the  afternoon  we  held  service  in  our  Chapel,  Mr.  Finlay 
saying  Evening  Prayer.  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons.  After 
service  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  congregation,  at  which  it  was  deter- 
mined to  purchase  a  piece  of  ground  adjoining  the  lot  on  which  the 
rectory  is  to  be  built. 

21.  I  officiated  this  afternoon  at  a  marriage,  assisted  in  the  service  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Niles. 

22.  Held  a  special  confirmation  this  afternoon  for  my  Reverend 
Brother  Witsell,  at  which  he  presented  his  brother,  Benj.  F. 

23.  I  visited  St.  Andrew's,  Mt.  Pleasant,  to-day,  and  a  pleasant  visita- 
tion it  was  to  me.  I  found  the  Sunday-school,  under  the  charge  of  a 
faithful  layman,  in  good  heart  and  order,  and  made  them  an  Advent 
address,  said  Morning  Prayer,  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. At  3.30  P.  M.,  I  baptized  an  infant  at  the  font.  At  4  P.  M., 
I  held  a  confirmation  service,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wood,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's, 
Charleston,  presenting  a  fine  class  of  thirteen,  which  he  had  carefully 
prepared.  My  Reverend  Brother  has  been  looking  after  St.  Andrew's 
since  the  resignation  of  the  late  Rector.  At  night  I  preached  for  Mr. 
Wood,  at  St.  Luke's.  Went  up  to  Columbia  by  the  night  train  to  spend 
Christmas  at  home. 

25.  Said  the  Creed  and  Prayers  at  the  Good  Shepherd  this  morning, 
and  the  Rector,  Mr.  Witsell,  presented  a  second  brother,  J.  Mitchell, 
whom  I  confirmed.  Mr.  Witsell  has  had  the  happiness  this  Christmas- 
tide  to  marry  one  of  his  brothers  to  a  member  of  his  devoted  congrega- 
tion and  to  present  his  two  other  brothers  for  confirmation. 

I  have  spent  most  of  the  week  days  at  home  during  the  past  month, 
the  distressing  condition  of  my  wife's  health  making  it  my  duty. 

I  have  received  from  the  Standing  Committee  a  most  kind  and  con- 
siderate communication,  reminding  me  of  my  liability  to  illness  in  the 
winter  from  exposure  and  requesting  me  to  confine  my  visitations  in  this 
season  to  the  railroad  towns  and  to  avoid  exposure  to  bad  weather.  I 
deeply  appreciate  this  consideration  from  my  brethren,  and  have  prom- 
ised to  observe  faithfully  their  affectionate  counsel. 

29.  Officiated  to-day  at  the  funeral  of  my  friend  and  faithful  physi- 
cian, Dr.  B.  W.  Taylor,  who  was  a  Warden  of  Trinity  Church,  Columbia, 
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when  I  was  on  duty  there  as  Rector.  A  noble  physician,  an  earnest 
Churchman,  and  an  active  and  honored  citizen,  his  death  deprives  the 
Church  and  the  State  of  a  true  son,  and  hundreds  of  families  of  his  in- 
valuable services  in  the  hours  of  trial. 

30.  Went  down  to  Charleston  and  took  the  boat  for  Exchange,  John's 
Island.  My  young  kinsman,  Frank  Lagare,  drove  me  to  "Mullett  Hall," 
twelve  miles,  where  I  spent  the  evening  and  night. 

31.  Visited  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  John's  Island.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Walsh,  General  Missionary  of  the  Diocese,  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Mazyck  presented  two  candidates  for  confirmation.  The  ordi- 
nation service  followed,  when  I  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  H. 
C.  Mazyck.  I  preached  the  sermon  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh  presented 
Mr.  Mazyck.  The  solemn  service  of  ordination  was  most  devoutly  appre- 
ciated by  a  large  congregation,  many  of  whom  witnessed  it  for  the  first 
time.  Immediately  after  service  the  Vestry  extended  to  Mr.  Mazyck  a 
unanimous  call  to  be  their  Rector,  his  service  as  Deacon  in  charge  of  the 
Parish  having  given  the  fullest  satisfaction.  After  service  we  drove 
to  Rockville,  twelve  miles,  and  we  had  Evening  Prayer  in  the  Chapel 
and  I  preached  again.  With  this  service  I  finished  my  Episcopal  work 
for  the  year  of  grace,  1905.  During  the  year  I  have  made  76  visita-  * 
tions,  and  432  persons  have  been  confirmed — 292  by  myself,  27  by  the 
Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  and  113  by  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina.  I 
have  officiated  at  three  funerals,  one  of  them  being  the  funeral  of  my 
honored  brother,  the  beloved  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  and  have  also 
officiated  at  three  marriages.  I  have  baptized  fourteen  infants  and  four 
adults,  and  have  held  three  ordinations. 

JANUARY,  1906. 

7.  Visited  the  church  at  Laurens.  This  faithful  little  band  of  church 
people  is  without  a  minister,  but  I  appointed  Mr.  H.  H.  Lumpkin,  one 
of  our  theological  students,  to  "lay-read"  for  them  during  his  vacation, 
and  he  is  acceptably  discharging  this  duty.  I  said  the  service  and 
preached  to-day. 

11.  Charleston.  Presided  to-day  at  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittees of  the  Trustees  of  the  Porter  Academy  and  the  Church  Orphan- 
age. 

17.  Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  David  Williams  and 
the  Rev.  Edward  Melville  Parker — the  former  to  be  Bishop  of  Michigan, 
and  the  latter  to  be  Coadjutor  of  New  Hampshire. 

19.  General  Lee's  birthday.    Made  an  address  in  Greenwood. 

21.  Visited  Grace  Church,  Camden,  preached  morning  and  night,  con- 
firmed a  class  of  six  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  In 
the  afternoon  I  visited  and  addressed  the  Sunday  School.  Grace  Church 
was  full  of  people  morning  and  night,  and  the  services  were  very  refresh- 
ing to  me.    The  music,  especially,  was  appropriate  and  devotional. 

During  the  past  month  I  have  been  unsuccessful  in  my  efforts  to  sup- 
ply our  vacant  places,  except  by  the  services  which  Mr.  Walsh  has  been 
active  in  giving  them.  In  three  instances  I  have  tried  to  induce  our  own 
men  to  return  to  us,  but  they  have  declined.  We  shall  go  on  trying,  and 
meanwhile  Mr.  Walsh  will  visit  these  vacant  points  as  often  as  practi- 
cable. 

27.  Gave  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  John 
N.  McCormick  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Western  Michigan.  Went 
down  to  Georgetown  by  the  afternoon  train. 

28.  Visited  the  Parish  of  Prince  George,  Winyah.  Twelve  persons 
were  confirmed  at  the  morning  service  and  one  in  private  in  the  after- 
noon. I  preached  morning  and  afternoon  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 
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29.  Spent  the  morning  making  visits  with  the  Rector  to  members  of 
his  flock. 

FEBRUARY. 

2.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Johnson,  the  honored  Rector  of  St.  Philip's  Church, 
Charleston,  gives  me  notice  to-day  that  he  has  resigned  his  rectorship, 
and  that  the  Vestry  has  elected  him  Rector  Emeritus  and  called  the  Rev. 
S.  C.  Beckwith  to  be  Rector.  Long  years  of  devoted  and  able  service 
have  made  the  bond  between  Dr.  Johnson  and  his  flock  too  sacred  to  be 
broken  by  a  resignation,  and  St.  Philip's  has  provided  for  his  continued 
residence  among  them  while  devolving  the  care  and  work  of  the  Parish 
upon  the  strong  young  Rector-elect. 

4.  Visited  the  Parish  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg,  in  the  morning,  and 
Epiphany  Mission  in  the  afternoon.  At  the  Advent  I  confirmed  three 
persons  and  addressed  them,  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. At  the  Mission  I  confirmed  four  persons,  addressed  them  and 
preached.  Immediately  after  this  service  I  confirmed  one  person  in 
private,  presented  by  Mr.  Magruder.  At  night  I  preached,  by  request 
of  the  President,  before  the  young  ladies  of  Converse  College,  in  their 
#  Chapel. 

8.  Received  notice  from  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Hollings  that  he  had  resigned 
St.  Mark's,  Charleston,  to  accept  the  position  of  Archdeacon  for  work 
among  colored  people  on  Long  Island. 

11.  Visited  St.  Thaddeus,  Aiken.  Preached  morning  and  afternoon, 
confirmed  nine  persons  and  addressed  them.  Holy  Communion  at  the 
morning  hour. 

12.  Spent  the  morning  making  visits  with  Mr.  Clift. 

14.  Drove  out  into  the  country  and  baptized  an  infant  near  Columbia. 
The  Vestry  at  Barnwell  acquiesces  in  my  nomination  of  the  Rev.  J.  C. 
Waring  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Beckwith. 

15.  The  Vestry  of  St.  Mark's,  Charleston,  report  to  me  the  resigna- 
tion of  their  Rector. 

16.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Githens  writes  me  that  he  has  resigned  St.  Helena, 
Beaufort,  to  take  effect  April  1st.  The  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville,  has  notified  me  of  the  call  of  the  Rev.  J.  O. 
Babin  to  be  Rector. 

18.  Visited  Christ  Church,  Adams  Run.  Assisted  Mr.  Guerry  in  the 
funeral  services  of  Mr.  Percival  Brown  at  10.30  A.  M.,  and  at  the  service 
which  followed  I  confirmed  one  person,  preached  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  conferred  with  several  gentlemen 
at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Theodore  Kershaw,  on  Young's  Island,  who  are 
interested  in  building  a  Chapel  on  the  island,  and  authorized  and  encou- 
raged their  purpose. 

21.  Received  canonical  notice  from  the  Vestry  of  St.  Helena's,  Beau- 
fort, of  the  resignation  of  their  beloved  Rector,  with  a  request  that  I 
would  aid  them  in  their  effort  to  obtain  a  Rector  to  succeed  him. 

25.  Columbia,  Good  Shepherd.  At  the  morning  hour  I  said  the  Com- 
munion office,  preached,  confirmed  a  fine  class  of  fourteen  persons,  made 
an  address,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  in  the  services 
by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Witsell.  At  3.30  P.  M.,  baptized  an  infant 
in  private.  At  5  o'clock  I  visited  the  Sunday  School  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd, and,  when  the  rector  had  given  out  the  Lent  Misisonary  boxes,  I 
made  an  address  to  the  school. 

27.  Went  down  to  Florence. 

28.  Ash-Wednesday.  Visited  St.  John's,  Florence,  to-day.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Callender  said  the  Morning  Service,  after  which  I  confirmed  four 
persons,  made  an  address  to  them,  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.    Glad  to  see  the  church  full.    A  good  beginning  for  Lent. 
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In  the  afternoon  we  had  a  service  for  children,  at  which  I  made  an  ad- 
dress. 

MARCH. 

1.  Went  by  early  train  to  Yorkville.  Spent  the  morning  making  visits 
with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Babin.  At  night  Mr.  Babin  said  Evening  Prayer,  I 
confirmed  two  persons,  made  an  address  and  preached.  Was  gratified 
to  find  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Babin  was  ready  to  accept  the  call  to  be  Rector 
which  the  Vestry  had  recently  made. 

2.  Left  Yorkville  by  morning  train  for  Gaffney,  and  Mr.  Memminger 
said  Evening  Prayer  at  4  o'clock,  I  confirmed  one  person  and  preached. 
We  went  on  after  service  by  train  to  Blacksburg,  and  at  night  held  ser- 
vice, confirmed  two  persons,  and  preached.  At  Gaffney  and  Blacksburg 
Mr.  Memminger  has  been  officiating  as  lay-reader  for  three  months  most 
acceptably. 

3.  Went  down  by  early  train  to  Columbia,  spent  a  few  hours  at  home, 
and  took  the  afternoon  train  for  Charleston. 

4.  I  visited  St.  Paul's  this  morning.  The  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bowers, 
said  the  service,  I  confirmed  six  persons,  addressed  them,  preached,  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  I  was  glad  to  meet  a  fine  congregation 
in  St.  Paul's,  and  enjoyed  a  spirited  and  delightful  service,  as  I  did  the 
loving  hospitality  of  the  rectory.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited  the  Parish 
of  Grace  Church,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Way,  Rector.  The  church  was  crowded 
and  the  service  most  interesting.  I  confirmed  a  class  of  thirty-eight  per- 
sons, and,  instead  of  preaching  a  sermon,  I  devoted  the  time  to  an  in- 
struction to  the  large  class. 

6.  I  appointed  to-day  the  Rev.  J.  O.  Babin  to  be  Missionary  to  St. 
Mark's,  Chester. 

10.  Went  to  Cheraw. 

11.  Visited  St.  David's,  Cheraw,  Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd,  Rector.  In  the 
morning  Mr.  Boyd  said  the  service,  I  confirmed  seven  persons  and 
addressed  them,  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the 
afternoon  made  visits  to  the  sick  and  afflicted  with  Mr.  Boyd.  At  night 
I  preached  again,  Mr.  Boyd  saying  the  service.  The  day  was  lovely,  the 
congregations  good,  and  the  services  very  refreshing  to  my  spirit. 

12.  Brother  Boyd  and  I  drove  over  to  Bennettsville,  and  at  dinner,  at 
the  hospitable  home  of  Mr.  Breeden,  we  met  many  of  our  little  flock. 
At  night  we  held  service,  the  chapel  being  crowded.  I  preached  and  Mr. 
Boyd  took  the  service. 

14.  I  said  the  Creed  and  prayers  and  preached  at  Trinity,  Columbia,  to- 
night at  a  united  service,  the  Rector,  Dr.  Niles,  and  his  assistant,  Mr. 
Moran,  in  the  chancel. 

16.  I  officiated  to-day  at  the  funeral  of  Mrs.  Niles,  the  beloved  wife  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Niles.  After  months  of  suffering  and  a  long  illness,  borne 
in  patience  and  in  peace,  this  beloved  lady  entered  into  rest  at  the  rectory 
on  Thursday  morning,  sincerely  regretted  by  her  friends  and  attended 
to  her  grave  by  the  devoted  congregation  of  Trinity.  The  Lord  comfort 
her  bereaved  home ! 

17.  Received  and  accepted  to-day  Letter  Dimissory  from  the  Bishop 
of  Marquette  transferring  to  our  jurisdiction  the  Rev.  J.  O.  Babin. 
Went  down  to  Walterboro. 

18.  Visited  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro,  and  the  mission  for  colored  people. 
At  St.  Jude's  in  the  morning  the  Rev.  Mr.  Guerry  said  Morning  Prayer, 
I  confirmed  five  persons,  made  them  an  address,  preached  and  celebrated 
the  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  consecrated  the  Church  of  the 
Atonement,  a  neat  chapel  for  our  colored  brethren.  The  Rev.  W.  W. 
Jackson  is  the  Missionary  in  charge,  and  was  present  and  presented  two 
persons  for  confirmation.  The  Rector  of  St.  Jude's  was  present  with 
us  and  took  part  in  the  services.    After  Evening  Prayer,  I  preached,  a 
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large  congregation  being  present.  At  night  I  preached  again  in  St. 
Jude's,  Mr.  Guerry  saying  the  service.  At  this  visitation  I  was  guest  at 
the  rectory,  the  first  time  I  have  been  so  entertained,  as  there  has  been 
no  rectory  at  Walterboro  in  my  time.  And  a  neat  and  most  comfortable 
rectory  it  is,  thanks  to  the  energy  of  Brother  Guerry  and  the  co-opera- 
tion of  his  people.    I  congratulate  Rector  and  people. 

19.  We  made  visits  to  the  aged  and  the  sick  this  morning,  and  spent 
an  hour  with  our  venerable  presbyter,  the  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger,  who  is 
in  his  88th  year.  He  was  with  us  at  service  on  Sunday  morning,  and, 
though  feeble  from  his  great  age,  is  in  good  health  and  spirits,  and  had 
much  to  say  to  us  of  brethren  beloved  who  have  finished  their  work  and 
gone  to  their  reward. 

21.  Visited  St.  Mary's,  Columbia,  confirmed  six  persons,  addressed  them 
and  preached.  The  priest  in  charge,  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles,  and  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Moran  and  Howell  took  part  in  the  service. 

22.  Special  visitation  to  the  Good  Shepherd  this  afternoon.  Said  the 
Creed  and  prayers,  preached  and  confirmed  five  persons  and  received  to 
the  communion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  one  who  had  received 
confirmation  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Witsell  said  the  first  part  of  the  Evening  Prayer. 

25.  Visited  the  churches  of  St.  Philip's,  Calvary  and  St.  John's, 
Charleston.  I  was  glad  to  meet  the  Sunday-school  of  St.  Philip's  at 
10  o'clock  and  make  them  an  address.  At  the  morning  service  I  preached, 
confirmed  a  class  of  eighteen,  and,  assisted  by  Dr.  Johnson,  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion.  I  confirmed  in  private  another  person  for  the 
Doctor,  making  nineteen  in  the  class.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited  the 
Mission  of  Calvary,  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Jackson,  the  efficient  Missionary  in 
Charge,  assisting  me  in  the  service.  I  preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of 
seven,  and  one  in  private,  making  eight  confirmed.  At  night  I  visited 
St.  John's,  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Cornish,  Rector.  I  preached  and  confirmed 
nineteen  persons  and  addressed  them.  The  church  was  crowded,  the 
service  was  hearty,  and  the  class  confirmed  were  nearly  all  adults.  The 
chancel  has  been  enlarged  and  an  ample  choir  room  built  since  my  last 
visit.  After  the  morning  service  at  St.  Philip's,  I  confirmed  two  persons 
at  Grace  Church  at  Mr.  Way's  special  request. 

27.  Examiners  report  favorably  on  Mr.  Memminger's  examination.  In 
the  afternoon  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  special  committee  of  the 
Diocesan  Trustees  to  confer  with  the  officers  of  Holy  Cross  Mission. 

30.  Sent  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Caleb  Weed  to  the  vestry  of  the  church 
at  Union.  Gave  Letter  Dimissory  to  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Hollings,  trans- 
ferring him  to  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island. 

APRIL. 

1.  Visited  St.  Michael's,  St.  Mark's  and  St.  Luke's,  Charleston. 
Preached  three  times,  made  two  confirmations,  one  Sunday-school  address, 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  During  the  day  I  confirmed  sixty 
persons — nine  at  St.  Michael's,  twenty-four  at  St.  Mark's  and  twenty- 
seven  at  St.  Luke's.  It  was  a  very  busy  day  but  a  very  refreshing  one. 
The  services  at  the  churches  were  spirited  and  hearty,  and  I  have  never 
seen  a  manifestation  of  more  interest.  At  St.  Lukes'  the  church  was  filled 
to  overflowing,  and  the  new  organ  and  large  choir  made  very  excellent 
music. 

2.  Made  visits  with  Dr.  Kershaw  this  morning  and  in  the  afternoon 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  Charleston  Chapter  of  the  Orphanage  Associa- 
tion.   Later  I  confirmed  an  aged  person  in  private  for  Mr.  Cornish. 

6.  Have  been  busy  all  the  week  corresponding  with  clergymen  in  the 
interest  of  our  vacancies.  Salaries  I  can  promise  do  not  command  the 
men  who  would  do  the  work.    For  instance,  an  excellent  man  in  one  of 
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the  middle  West  cities,  a  Southern  man,  who  would  be  an  acquisition  to 
the  Diocese,  wants  to  come  to  us,  but  he  writes  that  he  cannot  support 
his  family  on  $650  or  $700.  Another  brother  will  come  for  $600,  but  he 
says  he  is  a  "fine  preacher,"  a  "beautiful  reader,"  has  been  often  "com- 
plimented on  fine  reading,"  etc.  The  former  clergyman  we  would  be 
glad  to  have.    The  last  brother  we  cannot  afford  to  have. 

8.  Palm  Sunday.  Visited  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  to-day,  and  the 
two  missions,  St.  James'  and  St.  Andrew's.  At  the  Sunday-school — I 
looked  in  at  the  Sunday-school  and  made  the  dear  teachers  and  children  a 
talk  on  the  lessons  of  Passion  Week.  In  the  morning  Mr.  Mitchell  said 
the  service,  I  preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  eight  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  at  St.  James'.  At  night 
I  preached  again  at  St.  Andrew's  and  confirmed  one  person.  This  was 
my  first  service  in  the  new  church  of  St.  Andrew's.  What  a  change  from 
the  "upper  room"  in  which  this  Mission  has  been  worshiping!  St.  An- 
drew's is  a  well-built  brick  church,  Gothic  in  style,  and  will  seat  com- 
fortably three  hundred  persons,  I  should  think.  When  the  pews  are 
put  in  and  the  chancel  furnished  it  will  be  a  credit  to  the  taste  and  energy 
of  the  congregation,  a  tribute  to  their  zeal  and  generosity,  and  a  telling 
sign  of  the  devotion  and  faith  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell. 

9.  Made  visits  in  Greenville  this  morning. 

12.  Went  by  early  train  to  St.  John's,  Berkeley. 

13.  Good  Friday  service  at  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Motte,  Rector.  Mr.  Motte  said  the  service  for  this  sacred  day,  I 
preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  I 
missed  many  of  the  old  parishioners  so  long  associated  with  this  faithful 
Parish  and  whose  names  have  been  always  identified  with  St.  Johns'. 
Gone  to  their  rest — numbered  with  the  Saints  in  glory  everylasting ! 

14.  Leaving  my  life-long  friend's,  Dr.  Kirk's,  we  drove  to  Eutawville, 
and,  after  a  delightful  and  refreshing  hour  at  the  rectory,  took  the  train 
for  Darlington  for  the  first  service  in  the  new  church  there. 

15.  Easter  Day!  The  handsome  new  St.  Matthew's  Church  was  beau- 
tifully dressed  in  greens  and  flowers  and  crowded  with  a  splendid 
congregation  of  interested  worshipers  this  morning  to  celebrate  the 
Resurrection.  A  vested  choir  of  forty  trained  voices,  all  of  the  congre- 
gation, opened  the  service  with  a  fine  hymn,  and,  after  the  address  of 
Mr.  Thomas,  full  of  grateful  feeling  and  thanksgiving,  I  preached  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  attended  the 
children's  Easter  service  and  made  an  address.  At  night  another 
crowded  congregation  greeted  us,  and,  after  the  service,  said  by  Mr. 
Thomas,  I  preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  ten  persons  and  addressed 
them.  The  church  at  Darlington  has  done  nobly,  and  I  congratulate  the 
good  people  and  their  able  and  active  Rector  on  the  church  they  have 
built  and  the  generous  zeal  they  have  shown  in  bringing  their  plans  so 
near  to  complete  fulfilment. 

16.  We  went  by  train  this  morning  for  services  at  Society  Hill.  This 
evening  in  Trinity  Church,  Mr.  Thomas  said  Evening  Prayer,  I  preached 
and  confirmed  two  persons.  The  community  turned  out  to  service  and 
we  had  a  full  church. 

17.  Maj.  Lucas  sent  us  over  to  the  railroad  at  Roblin's  Neck  early  this 
morning  and  we  took  the  train  for  Darlington  and  Marion  for  service 
at  the  latter  place.  At  5  P.  M.  Mr.  Thomas  said  Evening  Prayer  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of  four  adults.  I  was  delighted  to  find 
this  congregation  growing.  They  should  have  more  frequent  services 
and  are  ready  to  support  them. 

18.  I  to-day  admitted  to  postulancy  John  B.  Elliott,  a  colred  man,  one 
of  our  best  teachers  in  one  of  the  Church  schools  for  colored  youth. 

19.  At  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  this  evening,  I  officiated  at  the 
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marriage  of  John  Julius  Pringle  and  Ellen  Stuart  Elliott,  assisted  in  the 
service  by  the  Rector,  Dr.  C.  M.  Niles. 

21.  Sent  out  requests  to  the  Rectors  to  give  the  offerings  to-mororw  to 
Bishops  Nichols  and  Moreland  for  their  afflicted  Dioceses. 

22.  At  10  o'clock  this  morning  I  confirmed  two  persons  in  St.  Philip's, 
presented  by  the  Rector  Emeritus.  Visited  the  Parish  of  the  Holy 
Communion  at  the  morning  hour,  confirmed  seventeen  persons,  addressed 
them,  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I 
presided  at  the  celebration,  at  St.  James',  Goose  Creek,  of  the  200th 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  that  Parish  and  five  other  colonial 
Parishes.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Mikell  took  his  full  choir  up  to  the  celebration 
and  conducted  the  serviecs,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bowers,  of  St. 
Paul's,  Charleston.  During  the  service  a  mural  tablet,  erected  by  the 
vestry,  was  unveiled,  and  I  dedicated  it  to  the  glory  of  God  and  in 
grateful  memory  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Ludlam,  a  benefactor  of  the  old 
Parish  and  Rector  from  1723  to  1728.  Returning  to  Charleston  in  time 
for  a  night  service,  I  preached  at  Christ  Church,  confirmed  six  persons 
and  addressed  them.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Mr.  Beckwith,  Rector  of  St.  Philip's, 
kindly  said  the  service  for  me  and  presented  the  candidates. 

26.  This  afternoon,  in  old  St.  Pauls  Church,  Norfolk,  Va.,  assisted 
in  the  service  by  the  Rcetor,  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker,  I  united  in  holy  matri- 
mony, Dr.  Lindsay  Peters,  of  Columbia,  to  Miss  Carghill,  of  Norfolk. 

28.  Received  and   accepted    letter    dimissory  from   the    Bishop  of 
Washington  transferring  the  Rev.  Chas.  I.  Smith  to  South  Carolina. 

29.  Sunday.  Visited  to-day  Trinity  Church  and  Mission,  and  St.  Luke's 
Church  for  colored  people.  Preached  at  each  service,  and  confirmed 
eleven  at  Trinity,  thirteen  at  the  Mission  and  eleven  at  St.  Luke's.  Ad- 
dressed the  candidates  at  Trinity  Mission  and  at  St.  Luke's,  and  cele- 
brated Holy  Communion  at  Trinity. 

MAY. 

1.  I  presided  this  afternoon  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation 
of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage,  and  afterwards  confirmed  two  of  < 
the  girls  in  the  chaepl,  and  made  an  address  to  the  children. 

3.  Busy  all  day  on  my  annual  address. 

4.  Made  a  special  visit  to  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia,  this  afternoon, 
said  the  Creed  and  prayers,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  made  an  address 
to  the  congregation. 

6.  Visited  St.  John's,  Richland,  to-day.  The  Rector  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Judd  assisted  me  in  the  service.  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

7.  Mrs.  Capers  is  so  weak  to-day  that  the  doctor  thinks  it  best  to 
remove  her  at  once  to  our  summer  home  in  the  mountains,  and  I  have 
accordingly  to-day  sent  my  address  to  be  read  at  Council,  and  for  the 
first  time  in  my  ministry  I  shall  be  absent  from  a  meeting  of  our  Annual 
Council. 


APPENDIX  IL 


Report  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 

It  is  with  sincere  thanks  to  Almighty  God  and  with  hearty  congratu- 
lations to  our  Church  people  throughout  the  Diocese  that  your  Board 
appears  before  the  Council  this  year  with  all  obligations  met  and  with 
a  balance  in  bank.  When  we  consider  that  at  the  close  of  the  last 
Council  we  were  $208  in  debt  and  that  we  now  have  to  our  credit 
$800,  we  have  every  reason  to  feel  encouraged  and  should,  with  brave 
hearts  and  strong  faith,  press  forward  in  doing  the  Missionary  work  in 
the  Diocese.  With  a  very  few  exceptions,  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions 
have  paid  up  in  full  their  apportionments  for  the  past  year  and  the 
responses  from  individuals  have  been  most  gratifying.  We  regret  to 
state,  however,  that  about  twelve  small  Parishes  and  Missions  have  been 
vacant  for  a  part  or  the  whole  year  and  this  accounts  in  a  large  measure 
for  the  surplus  of  funds  on  hand.  Again  would  me  call  the  attention 
of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  to  the  great  necessity  of  paying  regularly 
their  quarterly  installments  of  their  apportionments.  The  Board  has 
determined  to  pay  promptly  the  stipends  to  the  Missionaries,  even  if  the 
money  has  to  be  borrowed,  this,  of  course,  necessitates  paying  out  a  con- 
siderable amount  for  interest.  If  the  churches  paid  up  promptly,  it 
would  be  a  saving  to  your  Board.  Our  General  Missionary,  by  his 
earnest  and  systematic  labors,  has  visited  frequently  the  vacant  places 
and  has  not  only  kept  the  churches  open,  but  has  aroused  interest  in 
church  work  and  encouraged  the  feeble  flocks.  We  note  that  sixty-eight 
comunicants  have  been  found  in  small  places  where  we  have  no  church 
nor  Missionary,  doubtless  the  number  would  be  largely  in  excess  of  these 
figures  if  the  facts  were  known.  Alas,  some  have  left  the  church  and 
joined  various  Christian  bodies  because  they  have  been  neglected. 
Could  our  vacant  places  be  filled,  the  General  Missionary  would  be  able 
to  shepherd  these  sheep  in  the  wilderness  and  plant  the  standard  of 
the  Church  in  new  and  promising  fields.  Give  us  the  men  and  the 
means  and  it  would  not  be  long  before  the  influence  of  the  Church 
would  be  felt  more  potently  in  the  Diocese.  We  wish  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  within  the  last  eight  years  the  cost  of  living  has 
increased  35  7-10  per  cent.,  according  to  statistics  published  by  the 
department  of  commerce  of  the  general  government.  Therefore,  if  our 
people  desire  to  secure  the  services  of  competent  clergymen,  they  should 
bear  in  mind  this  potent  fact  and  make  provision  accordingly.  The 
physical  life  of  the  minister  and  his  family  must  be  first  provided  for  and 
if  he  is  not  to  starve  himself  and  his  flock  intellectually,  he  must  have 
the  means  over  and  above  physical  necessities  to  provide  himself  with 
suitable  literature,  now  impossible  in  existing  conditions.  The  church 
must  lay  a  deep  and  strong  foundation  in  the  rural  districts  if  we  expect 
to  grow  or  even  build  up  our  city  Parishes,  for  we  are  aware  of  the 
tremendous  influx  from  the  country  to  our  cities  and  whatever  church 
affiliations  the  people  may  have  in  their  country  homes,  they  are  likely 
to  retain  when  they  reach  the  cities.  We  must  work,  not  from  the 
cities  out  to  the  country,  but  from  the  rural  districts  towards  the  cities. 
This  is  the  secret  of  the  success  of  our  Christian  brethren  of  various  de- 
nominations. During  the  past  winter  our  Bishop  has  wisely  placed  our 
theological  students  in  charge  of  the  vacant  Parishes  and  Missions  and 
besides  giving  them  much  valuable  experience,  they  have  in  turn  helped 
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to  "lengthen  the  cords  and  strengthen  the  stakes"  of  our  beloved  Zion. 
We  again  desire  to  place  on  record  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  children  of 
the  Diocese,  for  the  generous  amount  of  $724  given  to  the  Board  as  the 
Advent  offering.  Also,  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  are  we  indebted  for 
aid  rendered. 

In  viewing  the  work  of  the  Diocese  as  a  whole,  we  feel  encouraged. 
The  Bishop  has  confirmed  more  candidates  this  year  than  in  almost  any 
one  year  of  his  Episcopate.  We  note  that  two  new  handsome  brick 
churches  have  been  erected  in  the  past  year,  that  of  St.  Matthew's, 
Darlington,  and  St.  Andrew's,  Greenville.  Two  rectories  have  been  built 
and  there  is  one  more  in  contemplation.  One  church  building  has  been 
purchased  from  the  Baptist  denomination  and  converted  into  a  Mission 
of  our  Church,  now  known  as  St.  James'  Mission,  Greenville.  There  is 
in  contemplation  the  erection  of  a  chapel  on  Young's  Island,  in  the 
Parish  of  St.  Paul's,  Stono.  Several  hundred  dollars  have  been  sub- 
scribed by  the  people  themselves  and  a  beautiful  site  has  been  given 
for  this  purpose.  This  Mission  is  now  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  L. 
F.  Guerry.  In  Hartsville,  a  Mission,  under  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas,  a  lot 
has  been  donated,  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  already  four 
hundred  dollars  are  in  hand  with  which  to  build  a  chapel.  The  Church 
work  in  Marion  is  most  encouraging  and  a  rectory  will  be  built  in  the 
near  future.  At  Mullins,  services  of  the  Church  are  held  for  a  number 
of  communicants  living  there  and  the  conditions  are  favorable  for  the 
erection  of  a  chapel.  While  in  some  places  where  we  have  Missions  the 
outlook  for  growth  is  not  so  encouraging,  because  of  the  smallness  of 
the  communities,  still  we  feel  that  to  the  few  communicants  of  the 
Church,  the  Gospel  must  be  preached  and  the  bread  of  life  broken  as 
this  Church  hath  received  the  same.  To  God  we  give  thanks  for  blessing 
the  labors  of  our  devoted  Missionaries.  Below  will  be  found  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board.  Ellisox  Capers,  Chairman.

Annual  Report  of  the  General  Missionary 

Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.  D. 

My  dear  Bishop:  I  submit  to  you  this,  my  first  report,  as  General  Mis- 
sionary of  the  Diocese.  During  the  six  months  of  my  service  in  this 
capacity,  I  have  traveled  6,214?  miles.  My  official  acts  have  been  as  fol- 
lows: 

Services,  40;  Holy  Communion,  20;  baptisms,  2;  sermons  and  ad- 
dresses, 58. 

By  your  direction,  my  work  has  been,  with  few  exceptions,  confined 
to  the  vacant  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  namely,  at  Abbe- 
ville, Blacksburg,  Bluffton,  Chester,  Gaffney,  Glenn  Springs,  Grahamville, 
Hardeeville,  Laurens,  Newberry  and  Union.  The  Mission  at  Chester  is 
now  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  Mr.  Babin,  Rector  of  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville.  There  are  yet  remaining  ten  shepherdless 
flocks,  and  to  these  I  am  giving  all  of  my  time.  The  congregation  at 
Abbeville  has  suffered  greatly  in  many  respects,  but  the  people  are  by 
no  means  hopeless.  If  a  Rector  can  be  obtained,  there  is  reasonable 
assurance  of  his  support,  and  a  good  foundation  is  there  for  him  to  build 
upon. 

The  Parishes  at  Union  and  Glenn  Springs  are  in  good  condition.  The 
city  of  Union  is  growing  rapidly,  and  several  families  of  Church  people 
have  moved  to  that  place  since  the  Parish  became  vacant.  It  is  of 
extreme  importance  that  a  Rector  be  secured  at  an  early  date.  For 
many  years  the  Parishes  at  Laurens  and  Newberry  have  been  coupled 
together,  the  Rector  residing  at  Laurens.  Under  such  conditions  the 
congregation  at  Newberry  must  suffer  to  some  extent  for  lack  of  that 
pastoral  oversight  which  only  a  resident  minister  can  give.  There  is  a 
rectory  at  Laurens  and  none  at  Newberry,  and  neither  congregation  is 
able  to  support  a  Rector  for  all  of  his  time.  At  present  there  seems 
to  be  no  way  of  remedying  the  situation,  but  under  the  short  ministry 
of  Rev.  Henry  Thomas  many  of  these  difficulties  were  diminished.  While 
residing  at  Laurens  he  faithfully  visited  his  other  flock  and  was  rapidly 
building  up  the  congregation  at  Newberry.  His  subsequent  removal  was 
a  great  loss  to  the  Diocese.  With  the  exception  of  the  few  months  of 
services  rendered  by  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Hatzell,  the  congregation  at  Graham- 
ville, Hardeeville  and  Bluffton  have  been  without  pastoral  care  for  a  long 
period. 

The  Parish  at  Grahamville  is  to  be  placed  with  St.  Helena's,  Beaufort, 
under  Mr.  W.  W.  Memminger,  after  his  graduation,  in  June.  What 
arrangements  can  be  made  for  the  Missions  at  Hardeeville  and  Bluffton 
does  not  yet  appear,  but  I  shall  continue  to  give  services  to  them  as 
frequently  as  possible.  At  Gaffney,  there  are  but  five  communicants,  and 
three  of  these  are  going  away  until  next  winter;  therefore,  it  does  not 
seem  expedient  to  hold  any  further  services  there  for  the  present.  The 
conditions  at  Blacksburg  are  more  encouraging.  A  little  flock  of  eighteen 
communicants  remains  hopeful  and  loyal  to  the  Church,  but  there  is  no 
contiguous  Mission  and  the  prospects  of  having  regular  services  and  pas- 
toral care  are  poor  indeed. 

It  is  my  purpose  to  visit  this  faithful  and  willing  little  congregation 
at  regular  intervals.  With  your  permission,  I  have  devoted  three  Sun- 
days to  Missionary  addresses  delivered  in  Charleston  and  Columbia,  tak- 
ing pains  on  these  occasions  to  explain  the  nature  of  my  work  and  set 
forth  the  needs  of  the  Diocese.  Also,  at  two  meetings  of  the  Greenville 
Convocation  and  at  one  meeting  of  the  Columbia  Convocation,  I  have 
delivered  addresses  on  the  subject  of  General  Missions.  At  one  meeting 
of  the  Charleston  Convocation,  I  spoke  about  the  work  and  needs  of 
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the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  During  the  season  of  Lent  it  was  my 
privilege  to  assist  at  week  day  services  and  deliver  addresses  at  Columbia, 
Stateburg,  Hagood  and  Orangeburg.  I  have  been  making  special  efforts 
to  locate  all  Church  people  in  the  Diocese  who  may  be  deprived  of  the 
regular  ministrations  of  the  Church.  Several  months  ago,  I  sent  return 
postal  cards  to  postmasters  of  towns  having  a  population  of  three  hun- 
dred and  over,  asking  for  the  name  of  at  least  one  "Episcopalian."  So 
far  I  have  obtained  sixty-eight  names,  but  I  am  satisfied  that  many  more 
remain  unreported. 

To  each  person  whose  name  was  obtained  I  sent  a  printed  form  of 
question,  as  follows:  "Name  and  post  office  address?"  "If  married, 
how  many  children?"  "How  many  of  these  have  been  confirmed?" 
"With  what  Parish  or  Mission  were  you  connected  last"  "Where  and 
how  often  do  you  attend  the  services  of  the  Episcopal  Church?"  "Will 
you  contribute  ten  cents  a  month  to  Diocesan  Missions?"  "Please  give 
the  names  of  any  other  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  your  com- 
munity." To  these  questions,  only  ten  persons  have  replied,  and  of  these 
six  are  from  Virginia  and  one  from  Georgia.  Duplicate  blanks  have 
been  sent  to  the  remaining  fifty-eight.  I  hope  to  visit  the  Church  people 
in  each  of  these  towns  when  the  funds  necessary  for  traveling  expenses 
are  available.  The  inability  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  aid  in  the  sup- 
port of  any  new  Missions  is  fully  realized.  It  would  also  be  futile  to 
begin  a  new  work  in  a  community  when  there  is  no  reasonable  expectation 
of  its  permanency.  But  these  facts  should  not  deter  our  Rectors  and 
Missionaries  from  looking  after  the  scattered  sheep  of  Christ's  flock  who 
may  be  living  in  towns  and  villages  near  by.  Were  my  time  not  otherwise 
occupied,  I  could  establish  and  give  regular  services  to  at  least  six  new 
Missions  without  any  extra  expense  to  the  Board.  When  in  the  Provi- 
dence of  God  the  many  vacancies  in  the  Diocese  shall  have  been  filled,  I 
hope  to  have  time  and  opportunity  for  further  extension  of  the  Church's 
influence  in  communities  where  it  is  practically  unknown.  I  take  the 
liberty  of  closing  this,  my  first  report,  with  a  quotation  from  your  annual 
address  to  the  Diocesan  Council  of  last  year  (1905).  With  reference  to 
a  General  Missionary,  you  said: 

"Such  an  officer  of  the  Diocese  would  be  just  at  this  time  of  great 
service  to  the  Church,  but  his  field  would  be  so  large,  and  so  much  would 
be  expected  of  him,  that  I  fear,  whatever  his  devotion  and  energy,  he 
could  only  meet  a  part  of  the  demands  upon  him.  So  that  when  your 
Missionary  is  appointed  *  *  *  I  bespeak  for  him  your  patience  and  your 
co-operation."  Faithfully  yours  in  Christ,

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  presents  to  Council 
the  following  as  its  annual  communication: 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  members-elect,  held  in  Grace  Church,  Cam- 
den, on  the  4th  day  of  May,  1905,  the  Committee  was  organized  by  the 
election  of  the  Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  as  President,  and  Mr.  Henry  P. 
Archer  as  Secretary. 

During  the  year  last  past,  Canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  consecra- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Frederick  Foote  Johnson  as  a  Missionary  Bishop,  to  assist 
the  Bishop  of  South  Dakota.  Canonical  consent  was  also  given  to  the 
election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia. 

The  Committee  have  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the 
priesthood  the  Rev.  Henry  C.  Mazyck,  deacon,  and  for  ordination  to  the 
diaconate  Mr.  John  Kershaw,  Jr.,  Mr.  Willis  Wilkinson  Memminger  and 
Mr.  Samuel  W.  Grice — and  the  Committee  has  also  consented  to  the 
shortening  of  the  time  of  the  candidateship  of  Mr.  Memminger,  as  asked 
for  by  him  in  his  application  and  approved  by  the  Bishop. 

They  have  also  recommended  that  Henry  C.  Dozier,  M.  D.,  be  received 
as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese.  During  the  year  the 
Committee  has  held  two  regular  and  two  special  meetings.

Church,  upon  certain  terms  and  conditions.  This  lease  has  been  recorded 
in  the  proper  office  in  Charleston  County,  and  the  new  Parish  is  in  pos- 
session of  the  property.  In  August,  1905,  the  Trustees  completed  the 
negotiations,  which  were  pending  at  the  time  of  their  last  report,  for 
the  sale  of  the  Holy  Cross  property,  on  Sullivan's  Island,  to  the  United 
States  Government,  and  the  property  has  been  transferred  to  the  gov- 
ernment and  a  deed  thereto  has  been  delivered.  The  Trustees  have  re- 
ceived the  purchase  money  therefor,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  nine 
thousand  dollars.  This  money  was  deposited,  in  three  equal  sums,  in  the 
Palmetto  National  Bank,  the  Carolina  National  Bank,  of  Columbia,  and 
the  National  Loan  and  Exchange  Bank,  of  Columbia,  at  four  (4)  per 
cent,  interest.  This  fund,  with  accrued  interest  up  to  May  1,  1906, 
amounts  to  $9,221.  The  Trustees  at  their  meeting  on  November  14, 
1905,  appointed  a  Committee  to  confer  with  the  officers  of  the  Chapel  of 
the  Holy  Cross  as  to  the  disposition  of  this  fund,  the  legal  title  to 
which,  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese, 
had  vested  in  the  Trustees.  This  Committee  made  their  report  to  the 
Trustees  at  their  meeting  in  Anderson  on  May  9,  1906,  to  the  effect  that 
the  full  amount,  with  accrued  interest,  received  from  the  government  for 
the  realty  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross,  which  sum  is  now  vested  in 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  be  paid  over,  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  President,  to  Messrs.  William  M.  Bird, 
William  G.  Mazyck  and  Henry  O.  Stroheeker,  as  agents  for  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  lot  or  lots  on  Sullivan's 
Island  and  of  building  thereon  a  suitable  chapel  and  rectory,  the  said 
agents  to  confer  in  such  matters  with  the  President  of  the  Trustees,  the 
titles  to  said  lots  to  be  vested  in  fee  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and 
the  said  agents,  from  time  to  time,  to  report  progress  and  to  file  their 
accounts  with  the  President  and  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  This  re- 
port was  adopted. 

The  term  of  office  of  Rev.  J.  M.  Magruder  and  Mr.  F.  H.  Weston  ex- 
pire with  the  present  Council.

APPENDIX  IX. 


Standing  Resolutions 

1.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  be  given 
by  the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen,  the  Article  of  the  Constitution  requiring  that  members  of 
this  Council  be  Communicants,  shall  be  read  to  the  congregation;  or, 
if  the  Parish  be  vacant,  shall  be  fixed  to  the  public  notice  of  election. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treasurer's  hand 
at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after  providing  for  the  quota 
of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the  same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  por- 
tions to  the  Deputies  of  the  Diocese,  who  may  attend  such  meeting. 
(Passed  1875.) 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Council.    (Passed  1870.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  Organist 
officiating  during  the  Sessions  of  Council.    (Passed  1856.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  Sexton  acting  for  the  same 
period.    (Passed  1856.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  return  thanks 
for  sermons  preached  before  this  Body.    (Passed  1850.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  depart 
this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial  page  of  the  Journal. 
(Passed  1872.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all  the 
Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage  and,  if  possible,  to  interdict  the 
use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and  com- 
mon purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  members  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors  in  Baptism,  that 
they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church. 
(Passed  1870.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the 
names  of  Deputies,  and  record  the  Clergymen  and  Laymen  voting  affirm- 
atively and  negatively.    (Passed  1877.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  Three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for  the  transportation  of 
members  to  and  from  the  Council.    (Passed  1882.) 
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12.  Resolved,  That  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  November,  1890,  and  of  every  year  thereafter  and 
that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  do  notify  the  several  Clergy- 
men, Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  amount  payable,  not  later  than 
October  15th.    (Passed  1890.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  this  Diocese  be- 
requested  to  interest  the  children  of  their  respective  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions during  the  season  of  Advent,  in  raising  a  Special  Missionary  Fund, 
to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Missionary  work 
in  this  Diocese.    (Passed  1894.) 

14.  Resolved,  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  is  instructed  to  publish 
the  Statistics  and  Reports  of  each  Parish  and  Mission  separately,  as 
in  former  times.  He  may  make  a  table,  such  as  has  been  done  for  some 
time,  if  he  desires,  but  a  summary  is  deemed  sufficient.  These  reports 
to  be  printed  alphabetically,  according  to  the  name  of  Church  or  Mis- 
sion.   (Passed  1895.) 

15.  Resolved,  Before  publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Secretary  is  directed  to  procure  from  the  Bishop  the  report  of  each  and 
every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  whether  the  same  be  in  union 
with  this  Council  or  not,  in  order  that  accurate  and  correct  state  of  the 
Church  may  be  known.    (Passed  1895). 

16.  Resolved,  That  on  and  after  this  date,  the  Fund  known  as  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and  the  income  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund,  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  disbursed, 
without  compensation,  under  the  orders  of  the  Council.    (Passed  1899.) 

17.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  in  whose  Parish  the  Council  is  held, 
be  authorized  to  secure  a  Reporter,  at  the  rate  of  three  ($3)  dollars  per 
diem,  who  will  report  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  the  principal 
daily  papers  in  the  State.    (Passed  1901.) 

18.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  instructed  to  pay 
the  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese;  this  resolution  to  cover  the  year  ending  May  1st,  1903,  and 
the  future.    (Passed  1903.)

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  accedes  to  and  adopts 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America  and  acknowledges  their  authority  accord- 
ingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL  MEETING. 

Section  1.  A  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceding  Council; 
or,  on  failure  of  the  Council  so  to  determine,  at  such  place  as  the  Eccle- 
siastical authority  shall  appoint. 

Sec  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power 
to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  held 
when  and  where  the  authority  so  calling  it  shall  determine,  and  at  such 
meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that  specified  in  the 
notice  so  calling  said  meeting;  nor  shall  a  Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor 
be  elected  at  such  meeting. 

Sec  3.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other  cause  deemed 
sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  to  require  a 
change  of  the  time  or  place  for  the  meeting  of  a  Council,  either  annual 
or  special,  the  said  authority  may  designate  another  time  or  place  of 
holding  such  meeting,  to  be  held  within  not  less  than  a  month  after  such 
designation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL  MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  when  there  is  one,  and 
every  Presbyter  who  has  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident 
within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  has  for  the  same  period  been  discharging 
the  duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister,  or  Assistant  Minister  of 
an  organized  Parish  or  organized  Mission,  that  is,  or  has  been,  or  here- 
after may  be  in  union  with  the  Council;  or  who,  after  a  continued  mem- 
bership of  at  least  twenty  years  in  Council,  is  incapacitated  by  the 
infirmities  of  health  or  age  from  further  active  duties  of  the  Ministry, 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  as  a  member  of  the  Council,  and 
every  other  Clergyman,  possessed  of  all  the  aforesaid  qualifications  pre- 
scribed in  the  case  of  Presbyters  (excepting  actual  residence  within  the 
Diocese),  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  voice  in  the  Council,  but  not 
to  a  vote:  Provided,  That  no  Clergyman  who  was  entitled  to  a  seat  and 
a  vote,  or  to  a  seat  only,  in  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  held 
in  May,  1889,  shall  be  deprived  of  his  rights  and  privileges  in  subsequent 
Conventions  or  Councils  by  reason  of  anything  in  this  Section  contained; 
but  such  rights  and  privileges  shall  be  determined  by  the  tenor  of  the 
Article  as  it  was  of  force  the  first  day  of  May,  1889:  Provided,  however, 
That  any  Clergyman  shall  forfeit  said  rights,  by  failure  to  conform  to 
the  Constitution  or  Canons. 
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Sec.  3.  Lay  Deputies,  not  exceeding  four  in  number  for  each  Parish, 
and  two  for  each  organized  Mission  in  union  with  the  Council,  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  from  among  the  male  Communicants  thereof,  to  repre- 
sent it  in  the  Council.  The  election  of  said  Lay  Deputies  shall  take 
place  on  Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  other  day  thereafter  as  may  be 
appointed  by  the  Parish,  at  a  meeting  of  the  members  thereof;  or  in 
default  of  any  such  election  by  the  Parish,  the  Wardens  and  Vestry 
of  the  same  may  elect  said  Deputies.  An  equal  number  of  Lay  Depu- 
ties may  be  elected  at  any  such  election,  to  serve  as  alternate  or  substi- 
tutes for  such  Lay  Deputies  elected  as  above,  who  may  not,  from  any 
cause,  attend  the  Council  when  it  assembles,  or  who  may  not  remain  in 
such  attendance. 

Sec.  4.  The  terms  of  office  of  Deputies  so  elected  shall  continue  until 
the  next  election,  and  they  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their 
seats,  produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election. 

Sec.  5.  No  Deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct  Churches, 
or  shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec.  6.  A  Lay  Member  having  a  seat  in  the  Council  as  a  Deputy  from 
any  Church,  shall  not,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council, 
be  permitted  to  relinquish  the  seat  so  taken,  and  take  a  seat  as  Deputy 
of  another  Church. 

Sec  7.  No  lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Parish  or  Church 
which  has  not  paid,  on  or  before  April  30th  preceding  the  Council  in 
which  such  vote  is  offered,  all  assessments  laid  by  the  previous  Council 
or  Councils,  and  due  therefrom,  except  by  unanimous  consent:  Provided, 
however,  That  no  Church  or  Parish  shall  be  deprived  of  a  seat  or  seats 
of  its  Deputy  or  Deputies  in  any  Council,  by  reason  of  any  non-payment 
of  assessments  or  dues. 

Sec  8.  When  the  Council  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  proceed  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy,  and  then  of  Parishes 
and  Deputies;  after  which,  if  a  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  duly  organized. 

Sec  9.  The  list  of  the  Clergy,  prepared  by  the  Bishop  or  Standing 
Committee,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council  immediately  after  it  shall 
have  been  organized,  and  the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  shall  be 
called  therefrom,  and  the  same  shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence 
of  their  privileges  in  the  Council:  Provided,  That  if  a  question  be  made, 
the  right  of  any  Clergyman  or  Lay  Deputy  shall  be  determined  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Council  itself. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF  A  QUORUM. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  Clerical  Order  and  Lay  Representatives  of 
fifteen  Churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness generally;  but  any  number  of  either  order  that  shall  assemble, 
may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of  the  Council, 
and  in  his  absence,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one.  But  in  case 
neither  of  them  be  present,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  the  President  of  the  Council,  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  pre- 
siding officer  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attending  Presbyters. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

OF  THE  OTHER  OFFICERS  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Sectiok  1.  The  other  Officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  Chancellor,  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Registrar. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  chosen  in  the  Council  by  ballot  from 
the  Communicants  of  the  Church,  skilled  in  civil  and  ecclesiastical  law, 
and  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop.  He  shall  serve  for  three  years, 
or  until  his  successor  is  elected.  He  shall  be  the  legal  officer  of  the 
Diocese,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  questions  of  law  (civil  or  ecclesi- 
astical) affecting  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall, 
at  all  times,  afford  the  Bishop  or  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese 
such  advice,  confidential  or  open,  as  shall  be  required  or  desired.  He 
shall  also  be  the  legal  adviser  of  all  special  committees  appointed  by 
the  Council  desiring  counsel,  and  perform  all  other  duties  germain  to 
his  profession,  which  may  be  required  by  Canon  or  Resolution  of  the 
Council.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Council  without  the 
right  to  vote,  unless  a  Deputy  from  a  Parish  in  union  with  the  Council. 

Sec  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Council  by 
ballot  (unless  the  ballot  be  unanimously  dispensed  with),  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be  as 
prescribed  by  the  Canons,  Resolutions  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Coun- 
cil, and  required  by  the  Regulations  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner.  His  duties 
shall  be  those  prescribed  and  required  as  above,  and  he  also  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  his  successor  be  appointed. 

Sec  5.  The  Registrar  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  to  serve  for 
three  years,  and  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be 
prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OF  DELIBERATING  AND  VOTING  IN  COUNCIL. 

Section  1.  On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Con- 
stitution, the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body;  but  at 
any  time,  before  the  result  of  the  vote  as  taken  is  finally  announced 
by  the  President,  any  two  Clergymen,  or  the  Deputies  from  any  two 
Churches,  may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy 
shall  vote  individually,  and  the  Lay  Deputies  by  Churches  (a  majority 
from  each  Church  having  one  vote),  and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall, 
in  each  case,  be  necessary  to  a  decision.  And  whenever  a  vote  is  taken 
by  ballot,  the  balloting  shall  be  by  Orders. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  vote 
shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  a  concurrent  majority  of  the  two 
Orders  being  necessary  to  a  choice:  Provided,  That  two-thirds  of  all 
the  Clergy  entitled  to  vote,  and  two-thirds  of  the  Churches  entitled  to 
representation,  be  present;  otherwise,  two-thirds  of  the  vote  of  each 
Order  present  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

OF  ADMITTING  PARISHES  OR  CHURCHES  INTO  THE  COUNCIL. 

Section  1.  New  Parishes  or  Churches  having  not  less  than  six  male 
adult  members,  and  fifteen  Communicants,  and  organized  Missions  hav- 
ing not  less  than  two  male  Communicants,  may  be  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Council  in  the  following  manner:  Application  shall  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  presenting  therewith  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing 
Committee,  that  he  or  they  approve  the  organization  of  their  Church, 
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and  stating  the  fact  of  such  organization  in  accordance  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  Church,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of 
the  Articles  of  Association;  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen; 
their  means  or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  and  their  willing- 
ness to  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese, 
which  are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be,  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same.  And  at  the  Council  next  succeeding  the  receipt  of  such  applica- 
tion, the  Secretary  shall  communicate  the  same  to  the  Council  on  the 
first  day  of  its  session;  whereupon  the  Council  shall  take  such  order 
upon  said  application  as  it  may  deem  proper.  In  case  the  congregation 
so  applying  be  within  the  limits  of  one  or  more  existing  Churches,  they 
shall  state  also  the  reason  for  their  organization,  the  distance  of  their 
place  of  worship  from  the  other,  or  from  each  of  the  others,  together 
with  whatever  additional  facts  may  throw  light  upon  their  relation  to 
the  existing  Church  or  Churches.  Should  the  Council  make  a  favorable 
decision,  this  said  congregation  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with 
the  Council  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese:  Provided,  always,  That  the 
Deputies  of  the  Church  or  Parish  newly  admitted,  though  entitled  to  a 
seat,  shall  not  be  allowed  a  vote  at  that  meeting  of  the  Council:  Pro- 
vided, further,  That  organized  Missions  shall  not  be  required  to  present 
a  certified  copy  of  Articles  of  Association,  or  of  the  election  of  Wardens 
and  Vestry,  but  shall  fulfill  the  other  requirements  of  this  Article  of 
the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

OF  THE   STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presbyters  of 
the  Diocese,  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among  the 
actual  Communicants  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  for  the  purpose  ex- 
pressed in  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan 
Conventions,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  another  committee  be 
elected. 

Sec.  2.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment,  they  shall 
choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President,  and 
another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  regular  Minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and  business  of  the  com- 
mittee, to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  prepared  for  that 
purpose  alone;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  ad- 
dressed to  the  Standing  Committee;  to  attest  their  public  acts;  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  they  may  require;  and  faithfully  to  deliver 
into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the 
concerns  of  the  Standing  Committee,  which  may  have  been  entrusted 
*    to  him. 

Sec  3.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Council  an  abstract  of  the 
Minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former  Council. 

Sec.  4.  Vacancies  in  this  committee,  caused  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  suffrages  of  the  remaining  members, 
a  majority  of  the  whole  committee  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  X. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE   GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  next  preceding  a  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four  Laymen  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  General  Convention. 
Immediately  afterwards,  four  other  Presbyters  and  four  other  Laymen 
shall  also  be  chosen  by  ballot,  as  substitutes  for  the  first  chosen.  Such 
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representatives  and  substitutes  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  Deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  decline  such 
appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  forthwith  inform  the  Eccle- 
siastical authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  said  Ecclesiastical  authority 
shall  thereupon  summon  to  the  General  Convention  one  of  the  substitutes, 
in  the  order  in  which  their  names  are  on  the  Journal,  which  order  shall 
be  the  order  of  their  election;  or  when  two  or  more  are  elected  at  one 
balloting,  shall  be  determined  by  the  aggregate  vote  received. 

ARTICLE  XL 

OX  THE  TRIAL  OF  A  CLERGYMAN". 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offences  enumerated  in 
the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  "0/  offences  for  which  Ministers 
shall  be  tried  and  punished/'  and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Council.  The 
trial  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the 
Canons  of  this  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

OF  ALTERING  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Xo  one  of  these  Articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall  any 
Article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal,  or  new  Article  be 
proposed,  considered,  and  concurred  in  by  a  majority  at  one  Council, 
and  adopted  by  two-thirds  of  both  Orders  present  at  a  subsequent 
Council. 


CANONS 


I.  OF  THE  ORGANIZED  BODIES  AXD  OFFICERS  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

CANON  I. 
Of  the  Clergy. 

§  I.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Council  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee, 
shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  the  Clergymen  canoni- 
cally  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective 
Parishes  or  Cures,  or  of  their  stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of  the  Insti- 
tutions of  Learning,  constituted  by  Civil  or  Ecclesiastical  authority, 
in  which  they  are  engaged;  or  in  regard  to  those  not  engaged  in  Parishes, 
Missions  or  Institutions  of  Learning,  as  above,  their  places  of  residence 
only;  designating  those  who  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Council,  and  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats,  but  not  votes,  and  those 
who  are  entitled  to  neither  seats  nor  votes. 

§  II.  No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  Ministry,  shall  have 
a  place  on  said  list. 

§  III.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the  ad- 
mission of  Ministers  into  the  Diocese  as  may  prevent  unwary  and 
ignorant  people  from  being  imposed  upon  by  persons  pretending  to  be 
authorized  Ministers  of  the  Church;  and  his  certificate  shall  be  evidence 
of  such  admission. 

CANON  II. 
Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 

Whenever  any  number  of  persons  residing  in  any  neighborhood  not 
included  Within  the  limits  of  a  Mission  or  Parish  already  organized, 
desire  to  be  organized  and  recognized  as  Missions,  they  shall  make  appli- 
cation to  the  Bishop  in  writing,  expressing  their  desire,  and  promising 
conformity  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  doctrine,  discipline  and  wor- 
ship of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  in  this  Diocese,  and  to 
the  rules  regulating  such  Missions,  They  may  propose  a  name  for  the 
Mission,  and  shall  state  the  minimum  amount  they  will  give  to  the  Board 
of  Missions  for  its  support. 

If  the  Bishop  thinks  such  organization  expedient,  he,  or  a  Presbyter 
under  his  direction,  shall  appoint  a  Warden,  who  shall  always  be  a 
Communicant,  and  a  Clerk  and  Treasurer;  and  these  officers  shall  be 
appointed  annually  thereafter,  on  the  Monday,  or  any  other  day  during 
Easter  Week,  and  shall  hold  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  suitable  place  for 
public  worship,  and  provide  things  necessary  for  the  decent  and  orderly 
performance  of  Church  services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  or  receive  all  contri- 
butions, and  remit  or  disburse  them,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

Missions  so  organized  shall  report  annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the 
Council,  through  the  Missionary,  or,  if  there  be  none,  through  the  War- 
den, in  like  form  as  Parishes. 
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CANON  III. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Churches. 

§  I.  Whenever  any  organized  Mission  shall  contain  at  least  six  male 
adults,  and  fifteen  Communicants,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be  males, 
and  can  provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  or  whenever  any  other 
persons,  under  the  same  conditions,  desire  to  organize  a  Church,  they 
shall  lay  before  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  a  statement 
of  their  condition,  and  prospect  for  maintaining  such  organization;  and 
having  obtained  his  consent,  and  assumed  some  name  by  which  their 
Church  may  be  designated,  shall  adopt  Articles  of  Association,  in  the 
following  form: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a 

congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at  —  ,  County  of 

 ,  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  after  due  notice  given,  do 

hereby  agree  to  organize  a  congregation  to  be  known  by  the  name  of 

  Church   ;  and  as  such,  do  hereby  acknowledge,  accede  to 

and  adopt  the  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship,  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  same  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  do  accordingly  appoint  A.  B.  and  C.  D. 
to  be  Wardens,  and  E.  F.,  G.  H.,  J.  K.,  etc.,  to  be  Vestrymen  of 

  Church;  to  continue  in  office  until  Easter  Monday,  A.  D.  — , 

and  until  others  be  chosen  in  their  place.  Witness  our  hands,  this  — 
day  of  ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord   ." 

A  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  by  every  congregation  desiring  to  be  recog- 
nized as  part  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  subject  to  the  Ecclesi- 
astical jurisdiction  thereof.  And  any  Church  so  organized  and 
recognized,  shall  be  an  integral  part  of.  the  Church  in  the  Diocese, 
whether  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  or  not. 

§  II.  Whenever  such  organization  is  proposed  within  the  bounds 
of  any  existing  Parish  or  Parishes,  they  shall  give  due  notice  to  the 
Ministers  thereof;  or,  if  the  Parish  or  Parishes  be  without  a  Minister, 
then  to  the  Vestry  or  Vestries  of  the  same. 

§  III.  In  forwarding  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  their  applica- 
tion for  permisison  to  organize  a  new  Parish,  they  shall  enclose  the 
written  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  Minister  or  Ministers,  the  Vestry 
or  Vestries,  aforesaid;  and,  if  he  or  they  fail  to  give  either,  a  certificate 
of  the  fact. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Parishes  and  Churches  in  Union  With  the  Council. 

§  I.  Whenever  any  Church  shall  apply  to  be  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Council,  in  addition  to  the  constitutional  requirements,  they 
shall  present  a  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association,  together 
with  their  application  for  admission. 

§  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  or  Church  in  union  with 
the  Council  to  send  Deputies — one  at  least — to  every  Council. 

§  III.  Such  Deputies  shall  present  a  certificate,  signed  by  either  the 
Rector,  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  one  of  the  Wardens,  in  the 
following  form:

In  Parishes  where  the  congregation  elect  Deputies,  a  similar  certifi- 
cate of  election  shall  be  required. 

§  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Vestry  to  forward  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Council  at  least  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council, 
a  certified  list  of  the  Deputies  appointed  to  represent  their  Church,  in 
order  to  aid  him  in  preparing  a  list  of  members  of  the  Council. 


CANON  V. 
Of  Dormant  Parishes  and  Churches. 

§  I.  Whenever  it  shall  occur  that  an  organized  Parish  can  no  longer 
provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the 
Bishop  to  provide  for  services  in  the  said  Parish. 

§  II.  If  any  Parish  or  Church  shall  have  failed  for  three  successive 
years  to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  to  send  Deputies  to  the  Council,  or  to  make 
the  reports  required  by  Section  I.,  of*  Canon  XVII.,  Title  I.,  of  the 
General  Convention,  or  to  pay  the  assessments  made  by  the  Council, 
such  Parish  or  Church  shall  be  considered  dormant. 

§  III.  Parishes  or  Churches  may  be  restored  to  the  union  with  the 
Council,  by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  and  of 
Canons  III.  and  IV.  of  this  Diocese. 

§  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  to  adopt 
the  measures  necessary  to  preserve  the  property  of  such  Parishes  or 
Churches  as  may  be  dormant  or  virtually  extinct. 


CANON  VI. 
Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  every  Parish  or 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  Easter  Monday,  or  some  other  day  legally 
appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and 
of  transacting  such  other  business  as  may  come  before  said  meeting, 
due  notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Minister  or  Vestry. 

At  these  meetings  the  Rector  shall  preside;  but  if  there  be  no  Rector, 
or  he  be  absent,  then  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen,  and  a  Secre- 
tary be  appointed. 

The  election  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  by  ballot,  and 
the  qualifications  of  those  who  may  vote  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Parish  or  Church:  Provided,  That  at  such  meetings 
and  elections  none  shall  vote  except  male  members  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years. 

The  Vestry  shall  make  to  this  meeting  an  annual  report  of  their 
official  acts  during  the  year. 

CANON  VII. 
Of  Vestries. 

§  I.  In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on  Easter 
Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  may  be  appointed,  of  two  Church 
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Wardens,  and  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than  seven  Vestrymen,  to 
continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
The  Wardens  shall  always  be  Communicants. 

§  II.  The  election  shall  always  be  by  ballot,  and  its  details,  and 
also  the  qualifications  of  those  elected,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Articles 
of  Association,  or  By-Laws  of  the  Parish. 

§  III.  The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected,  together 
with  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  of  themselves,  shall 
constitute  the  Vestry,  and  shall  be  the  official  representatives  of  the 
Parish  or  Church.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and,  in 
case  of  his  absence,  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside:  Provided,  That 
the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  not  interfere  with  existing  laws  and 
usages  of  established  Churches. 

§  IV.  The  Vestry  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of  the 
Church,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  all  repairs,  salaries 
and  current  expenses,  and  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  raise  the  funds 
required,  and  to  keep  a  proper  account  of  the  same.  They  shall  also 
execute  all  duties  which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  imposed  upon 
them  by  any  General  Convention,  or  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

§  V.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  provide  what- 
ever may  be  necessary  for  the  due  celebration  of  Divine  Worship  (as 
books,  vestments,  etc.) ;  also  for  the  decency  and  comfort  of  the  Church 
building  and  furniture,  books  for  Church  records,  and  the  elements 
of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  to  put  down  all  disorder  during  public  wor- 
ship. They  shall  be  ready  to  collect  "the  alms  and  other  devotions  of 
the  people,"  and  in  case  the  Parish  or  Church  is  without  a  Minister, 
shall  disburse  them;  and  also  provide  for  public  worship  by  occasional 
Clerical  services,  or  by  Lay  Reading,  as  circumstances  will  permit.  They 
shall  also,  during  such  vacancy,  take  charge  of  the  Church  plate,  records, 
etc.,  and  shall  present  to  the  Bishop,  at  each  Annual  Council,  a  report 
of  the  Parish.  It  shall  also  be  their  further  duty  to  aid  the  Rector 
or  Minister  in  all  agencies  and  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the 
Church — as  Sunday  Schools,  etc. — and  they  may  report  to  the  Bishop 
any  irregularities  in  the  mode  of  conducting  public  worship,  and  all 
offences  by  their  Minister,  or  by  any  other  officiating  for  him,  against 
Rubrics  or  Canons,  faith  or  morals. 

§  VI.  The  pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved  except  as  pro- 
vided for  by  Canon  IV.,  Title  II.,  of  the  General  Digest. 

§  VII.  When  a  Parish  is  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry 
to  notify  the  Bishop  of  the  fact,  and  also  to  elect  and  invite  a  Rector; 
but  not  without  due  regard  to  the  ascertained  wishes  of  the  congrega- 
tion, and  the  opinion  and  advice  of  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VIII. 
Of  the  Calling  and  Organization  of  Councils. 

§  I.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Council  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary,  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mail,  to  every  Clergy- 
man and  Parish  in  the  Diocese.  These  letters  shall  contain  a  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  Council,  and,  if  it  be  a  Special 
Council,  called  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  for  a  particular  pur- 
pose, they  shall  specify  that  purpose.  Those  to  the  Clergy  shall  also 
contain  the  form  for  Parochial  reports,  and  those  to  the  Parishes  the 
form  of  Certificate  for  Deputies,  and  such  extracts  from  the  Constitu- 
tion, Canons  and  Standing  Resolutions  as  relate  to  their  appointment. 

§  II.  The  organization  of  the  Council,  thus  summoned,  shall  be  pre- 
ceded by  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with  such  further 
services  as  the  Bishop  may  direct.    And  if  he  sees  fit  to  have  a  sermon

preached,  by  another  than  himself,  he  shall  appoint  the  preacher,  and 
an  alternate. 

§  III.  Immediately  after  the  Council  is  duly  organized,  two  Com- 
mittees on  Credentials  shall  be  appointed.  The  first,  consisting  of  three 
Clergymen,  to  whom  the  Roll  of  Clergy  shall  be  referred;  the  other, 
of  three  Laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Roll  of  Deputies, 
together  with  the  certificates  of  their  appointment,  and  the  list  of  the 
Treasurer,  required  by  Canon  X.,  Section  II.  And  these  committees, 
severally,  shall  examine  forthwith  and  report  to  the  Council,  upon  the 
lists  so  referred;  the  latter  specifying  in  their  report  which  Parishes 
are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council,  and  which  are,  by 
Article  III.  of  the  Constitution,  debarred  from  voting,  until  admitted 
by  a  vote  of  the  Council.  Should  the  committee  have  considered  any 
certificates  unsatisfactory,  these  shall  be  then  taken  up,  and  the  ques- 
tion of  their  sufficiency  settled. 

CANON  IX. 
Of  the  Secretary. 

§  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  correct  Journal 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  to  attest  its  public  acts,  preserve  its 
records,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  belonging 
to  it,  or  appertaining  to  its  business.  He  shall  also  give  notice,  at 
least  six  weeks  beforehand,  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry,  or  congrega- 
tion, of  the  time  and  place  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

§  II.  He  shall  transmit  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
of  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan 
Convention,  a  copy  of  all  Journals  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  and 
to  every  General  Convention  a  certified  list  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese, 
a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Deputies  thereto,  and  a  duplicate 
of  the  same  to  the  Deputies  themselves;  he  shall  also  furnish  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  a  list  of  persons  nominated  as 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  together  with  all  other 
documents  required  by  the  Canons  and  Regulations  of  that  Body,  and 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  said  Canons  and 
Regulations. 

§  III.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  its 
duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one,  and 
if  not,  then  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  X. 
Of  the  Treasurer. 

§  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and  disburse  all 
moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Council,  and  of  which  the 
collection  and  distribution  is  not  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall  keep 
regular  accounts  of  all  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before  the  Coun- 
cil, and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books, 
papers  and  funds  relative  or  belonging  to  the  Council,  which  may  be 
in  his  charge. 

§  II.  He  shall,  at  the  opening  of  every  Annual  Council,  lay  upon 
the  Secretary's  table  a  list  of  Parishes  or  Churches  which  have  bailed 
to  make  the  contributions  required  of  them,  specifying  those  which 
have  for  three  successive  years  neglected  to  pay  their  quotas  to  the 
Council. 

§  III.  He  shall,  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  every  General  Conven-

tion,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  the  quota  of  this  Diocese  towards 
defraying  the  expenses  of  that  Body. 

§  IV.  If  the  office  of  Treasurer  should  become  vacant,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  serve  until  the  next  regular 
appointment  by  the  Council. 

CANON  XI. 
Of  the  Registrar. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  and  take  charge  of  all 
documents  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  or  in  any  one  of  the  Parishes;  also  to  collect  and  keep  for 
reference  a  set  of  Journals  of  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, and  to  report  annually  to  this  Council. 

CANON  XII. 
Of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

§  I.  The  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  being  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  Bishop,  he  shall  appoint  all  Missionaries,  and 
may,  at  his  discretion,  suspend  or  remove  them. 

§  II.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Diocese,  to  consist 
of  the  Bishop  as  President,  ex  officio;  and  of  one  Presbyter  and  one 
Layman,  who  shall  be  a  Communicant  of  the  Church,  from  each  Mis- 
sionary District,  to  be  nominated  by  each  Convocation,  and  chosen  at 
each  Annual  Council;  and  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  as  here- 
inafter provided.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Board,  between  the 
meetings  of  the  Annual  Council,  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  said 
vacancy. 

§  III.  This  Board  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the  place  where 
the  Council  is  held,  at  such  time  as  the  Bishop  may  designate.  They 
shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who,  if  not  already,  shall  be 
ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Board;  and  they  may  adopt  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  their  government,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Church.  They  shall  hold  such  other  meetings  during 
the  year  as  they,  or  the  Bishop,  may  appoint.  They  shall  be  a  Council 
of  Advice  to  the  Bishop,  in  the  designation  of  Stations  and  appointment 
of  Missionaries;  and  they  shall  devise  means  for  securing  funds  for 
Missionary  purposes,  and  make  a  full  report  in  writing,  to  each  Annual 
Council,  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  Stations  and  Missionaries  aided, 
of  Churches  and  individuals  contributing,  and  whatever  may  throw  light 
upon  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Board, 
five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for.the  transaction  of  business. 

§  IV.  For  the  purpose  of  furthering  Mission  work,  the  Diocese  shall 
be  divided  into  Districts,  the  number  and  boundaries  of  which  shall  be 
fixed,  and  may  be  changed  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Bishop,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

§  V.  In  each  District  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter — a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Misisons  or  otherwise — whose  title  shall  be  Arch- 
deacon, to  have  general  charge  under  the  Bishop,  of  Mission  work  in 
that  District.  He  shall  also,  whenever  it  is  practicable,  appoint  a  Mis- 
sionary for  the  District,  to  be  angaged  in  aggressive  Missionary  work, 
and  in  supplying  services  to  vacant  and  feeble  Stations.  Such  Mission- 
ary shall  be  detached  from  any  Parochial  Cure,  and  shall  be  amenable 
to*  the  Bishop,  through  the  Archdeacon,  in  all  his  acts  and  appointments. 
His  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  unless  removed  by  the  Bishop. 

§  VI.  In  each  District  there  shall  be  a  Convocation,  to  consist  of 
the  Clergy  within  its  limits,  who  are  discharging  the  functions  of  their 
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office,  and  of  one  or  more  Lay  Communicants  from  each  Parish  or 
Mission,  to  be  chosen  according  to  rules  which  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Convocation. 

They  shall  meet  twice  in  each  year,  in  furtherance  of  the  Missionary 
work  in  the  District;  and  may  hold  other  meetings  at  their  discretion. 

At  all  these  meetings,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Archdeacon 
shall  preside. 

He  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Council,  at  each  Annual  Session, 
concerning  the  Missionary  work  in  his  District. 

Each  Convocation  may  prescribe  rules  for  its  government,  or  adopt 
measures  to  promote  its  efficiency  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

§  VII.  At  each  Annual  Council  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  considered  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day's  session,  imme- 
diately after  such  service  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  At  this 
session  all  reports  concerning  the  work  shall  be  made,  and  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year  elected. 

§  VIII.  No  organized  Parish  shall  receive  aid  from  the  Board  of 
Missions,  except  on  written  application,  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and 
on  condition  that  the  Rector  will  perform  such  work  outside  of  the 
Parish  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 

§  IX.  All  Clergy  receiving  stipends  from  the  Board,  shall  make 
quarterly  reports  through  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  in  which  shall 
be  included  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  salary  actually  paid  by  the 
Parish  or  Mission  which  they  serve;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  not  remit 
their  stipends  until  such  report  is  received. 

§  X.  The  traveling  expenses  of  Missionaries,  and  of  members  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  if  possible. 

§  XI.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Clergyman  to  be  the  General  Mis- 
sionary of  the  Diocese,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  assist  the  Bishop  in 
caring  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church,  especially  the  work  of 
gathering  together  the  scattered  of  the  fold  and  extending  the  Church 
in  such  places  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop,  offer  opportunities. 
His  salary  shall  be  fixed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  any  other 
Missionary. 

II.  Or  Ministers  and  their  Duties. 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  the  Parish  Register  and  Reports. 

§  I.  Each  Clergyman  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  Baptisms,  Mar- 
riages and  Burials  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his  Parish  by  another 
Minister;  and  if  he  have  cure  of  souls,  a  list  of  persons  Confirmed  in 
his  Parish  or  congregation,  and  of  Communicants,  and  baptized  per- 
sons not  Communicants,  belonging  to  same. 

§  II.  The  Register  so  kept  shall  specify  the  name  and  date  of  birth 
of  the  person  baptized,  the  name  of  the  parents  and  sponsors — in  the 
case  of  an  adult,  the  name,  and  those  of  the  witnesses— the  names  of 
persons  married  and  buried,  with  the  date  of  every  rite  performed. 

§  III.  In  every  Parish  these  entries  shall  be  made  by  the  Minister, 
in  a  book  provided  by  the  Church  Wardens  for  that  purpose — and  in 
case  there  be  no  Minister,  the  Warder*  themselves  shall  see  that  such 
registry  be  made — which  book  shall  be  known  as  the  Parish  Register, 
and  preserved  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Church.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  Minister,  in  case  of  removal  from  a  Parish,  to  deposit 
this  Register  with  the  Church  Wardens. 

§  IV.  Every  Minister  having  charge  of  a  Parish,  or  if  any  Parish  be 
vacant,  then  the  Wardens  thereof  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  deliv- 
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ered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Council,  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  or  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the 
Council,  an  accurate  statement  in  writing  of  the  number  of  families, 
members  of  the  Church,  specifying  the  adults  and  children  under  four- 
teen; the  number  of  Communicants,  specifying  the  changes  by  admis- 
sion, removal  or  death;  the  number  of  baptisms,  infant  and  adult;  of 
confirmations,  marriages  and  burials;  the  state  and  condition  of  Sunday 
and  Parochial  Schools,  if  there  be  any;  and  also  the  number  of  times, 
and  the  places  where  Divine  service  has  been  performed,  the  number  of 
Communions  celebrated;  the  amount  of  offering — for  Alms,  for  Mis- 
sions, Diocesan,  Domestic  and  Foreign — for  the  Parish  School  or  any 
Church  Institution,  of  assessments  paid,  of  Rector's  salary  paid,  paid 
for  the  support  and  current  or  other  expenses  of  the  Parish,  whether 
by  pew  rents,  offerings,  subscriptions  or  otherwise,  and  in  general  for 
all  Parochial,  Diocesan  general  objects;  also  for  any  other  matters  which 
may  tend  to  throw  light  upon  the  state  of  the  Church. 

§  V.  And  every  other  Clergyman  shall  also  report  his  official  acts; 
or,  if  he  have  performed  none,  the  reasons  therefor. 

§  VI.  Such  reports  shall  cover  the  period  of  a  year,  ending  the  30th 
April,  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  they,  or  such  portions 
of  them  as  the  President  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Council,  and 
may  be  entered  on  the  Journal  thereof. 

§  VII.  In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported 
separately,  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared 
by  the  Secretary,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon.  And 
the  failure  of  any  person  to  make  out  his  Parochial  Report,  according 
to  this  form,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  the  exclusion  of  such 
report  from  the  pages  of  the  Journal. 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  Persons  Wishing  to  Become  Candidates  for  Orders. 

Any  person  who  desires  to  become  a  candidate  for  Orders  in  this 
Diocese,  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Standing  Committee, 
stating  his  age  and  previous  occupation.  He  will  also  be  expected  to 
furnish  the  committee  with  the  testimonials  required  by  Canon  II.,  Title 
I.,  of  the  General  Convention,  and  give  evidence  that  he  has  informed 
the  Bishop  of  his  intention,  according  to  the  requisitions  of  the  same 
Canon. 

CANON  XV. 

Candidates  for  Orders  Ineligible,  Etc. 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders,  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat 
in  this  Council  as  a  Lay  Deputy  from  any  Parish  or  Church. 

III.  Of  Discipline. 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

§  I.  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  the  Ecclesiastical 
Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, in  writing,  under  the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  persons, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  setting  forth  the 
facts  alleged,  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses  who  will  prove  the  same, 
with  copies  of,  or  proper  reference  to,  any  other  evidence  required. 
If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts  charged 
will  constitute  any  one  or  more  of  the  offences  enumerated  in  Constitu- 
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Hon  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that 
it  would  be  for  the  good  of  the  Church  that  further  proceedings  should 
be  had,  they  shall  ascertain  whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put  the 
accused  upon  his  trial;  and  if  satisfied,  they  shall  thereupon  cause  a 
presentment  to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the  accused  with  the 
offence  or  offences  which  they  deemed  to  be  contained  in  the  evidence, 
and  specifying  the  facts  with  such  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place 
and  circumstance,  as  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  judicial  investigation. 

§  II.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall  forthwith 
cause  to  be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all  the  Presbyters  of  this 
Diocese,  who,  for  the  time  being,  are  actually  engaged  in  duty  therein 
(excepting  the  accused,  the  presenting  Presbyters,  and  those  on  the 
Standing  Committee) ;  he  shall  then  cause  twelve  of  the  said  names  to 
be  drawn  out  by  a  child  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  the  said  twelve 
names  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately  cause 
a  copy  of  the  said  list,  and  of  the  presentment,  to  be  served  on  the 
accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence.  Within  thirty 
days  thereafter  the  accused  shall  strike  off  the  names  of  three  of  the 
Presbyters  on  the  said  list,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop;  and 
the  Bishop  shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  Presbyters  to 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen  days 
thereafter,  strike  off  the  names  of  two  more,  and  give  notice  thereof  to 
the  Bishop.  If  either  party  shall  fail  to  notify  the  Bishop,  as  aforesaid, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many  names  as  the 
party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off;  and  in  such  case  the  seven 
remaining  Presbyters,  or  any  five  of  them,  selected  by  lot,  when  previous 
to,  or  during  the  course  of  the  trial,  the  entire  seven  cannot  be  present, 
shall  constitute  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

§  III.  The  Court  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  may  appoint;  and  its  session  shall  be  open  only  to  members  in 
actual  Communion  with  the  Church.  It  shall  have  power  to  adjourn 
from  time  to  time,  and  upon  good  cause  shown  in  behalf  of  either  of 
the  accused  or  the  prosecution,  or  on  their  own  motion,  to  another  place 
within  the  Diocese.  If  it  failed  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall 
stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the  space 
of  three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed;  and  if  the  whole  number 
do  not  attend,  and  if  it  appears  probable  that  a  full  attendance  cannot 
be  had,  those  of  the  Court  who  may  be  present,  being  no  less  than  five, 
shall  organize  and  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary — the  first  from 
their  own  body  or  otherwise — and  before  proceeding  to  trial  shall  ordain 
and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall 
cause  the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written  down 
by  the  Secretary,  and  along  with  the  depositions  and  other  evidence 
read  upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved;  and  shall  cause  a  journal 
to  be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  admin- 
ister oaths  may  be  called  upon  by  the  Court  to  administer  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  the  witnesses;  and  upon  all  questions  the  common  law  shall 
furnish  the  rule,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision. 

§  IV.  The  Court,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint  one  or 
more  of  the  profession  of  the  law  to  be  advisors,  who  may  be  present 
at  all  its  proceedings.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  to  the  Court  an 
opinion  on  any  question  which  may  arise,  upon  which  the  Court,  or  any 
member  thereof,  or  the  prosecuting,  or  accused  party,  shall  desire  an 
opinion,  but  without  any  voice  in  the  discussion  of  any  question. 

§  V.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Court 
shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode, 
at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting  and  the  like  notice  shall  be 
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given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  some  one 
whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that  office,  shall  collect  and  present 
the  evidence,  and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The 
accused  shall  also  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  counsel,  under  such  regu- 
lations as  the  Court  may  see  fit  to  prescribe.  All  counsel  must  be  Com- 
municants of  the  Church. 

§  VI.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  proceed  to  trial 
in  his  absence,  or  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the  trial  to  another 
day;  and  if  he  then  fail  to  appear,  the  Court  shall  report  him  to  the 
Bishop  for  contumacy,  who,  thereupon,  shall  pass  upon  him  sentence 
of  suspension  from  the  Ministry;  but  such  sentence  may  be  revised  by 
the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months,  shall  report 
to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear  for 
that  end  before  the  Court;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report  and  appear,  the 
Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charge  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him 
sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry. 

§  VII.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mitee  or  the  accused  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the  attendance 
of  a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a  Commissioner  to 
take  the  deposition  of  such  witness;  and  the  party  applying  shall  give  to 
the  other  party  five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the 
deposition,  and  of  the  principal  points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to  be 
examined.  If  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given  resides  more 
than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for  taking  the  deposition,  an 
additional  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  every  twenty 
miles.  The  deposition  shall  be  signed  by  the  witness,  and  certified  by 
the  Commissioner,  under  seal,  to  the  Court. 

§  VIII.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Court  shall  declare, 
in  a  writing  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly 
stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty;  and  if  guilt}'' 
of  disorderly  conduct,  or  of  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  of  Canons 
of  this  Church,  or  of  this  Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opin- 
ion, ought  to  be  pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other  of  the  offences 
enumerated  in  Section  I.,  Canon  II.,  Title  II.,  of  the  General  Canons  of 
this  Church,  the  sentence  shall  be  degradation.  They  shall  forward  the 
decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop; 
whereupon,  if  the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce 
such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  not  exceeding  that  sug- 
gested by  the  Court,  except  when  the  same  is  fixed  as  above,  and  such 
sentence  shall  be  final.  But,  if  in  such  case,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop, 
the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award 
it;  in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  constituted,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided (excluding  the  members  of  the  former  Court),  before  which  the 
proceedings  shall  be  conducted,  as  before  provided. 

§  IX.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  the 
Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  certified  to  him  by 
the  Court),  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if,  when  put  upon  his 
trial  before  the  Court,  the  accused  shall  neither  admit  nor  deny  the 
charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

§  X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Council  at 
its'  next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  Minister,  as  herein  provided,  the 
finding  of  the  Court,  and  his  sentence  thereupon. 

§  XI.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  interfering  with 
the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  to  institute  an  inquiry  according  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
II.,  Canon  II.,  Title  II.,  of  the  General  Convention.  And  whenever, 
upon  such  inquiry,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical 
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members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  of  opinion  that  there  is 
just  ground  for  the  public  rumors  mentioned  in  the  said  Canon,  he  or 
they  shall  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  facts,  and  of  the 
evidence  to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such  further  proceedings 
shall  be  had  as  are  herein  directed,  after  a  charge  shall  have  been  made 
to  the  Standing  Committee. 

§  XII.  The  expenses  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  Minister,  as  herein 
provided,  shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council.  And  in  case  the  Treasurer 
shall  not  have  a  sufficient  amount  in  his  hands  for  the  purpose,  the  same 
shall  be  raised  by  assessments  on  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Diocese, 
in  the  same  ratio  in  which  they  are  required  to  contribute  to  the  expenses 
of  the  Council  by  Canon  XIX. 

IV.  MlSCELLAKEOUS. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  the  State  of  the  Church. 

At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church,  the  Address  of  the  Bishop,  the  Parochial 
Reports,  and  all  other  reports  made  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of 
any  Canon.  From  these  materials  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee 
to  prepare  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  progress  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  and  to  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  important  to 
its  future  progress  and  welfare. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  Expenses  and  Assessments. 

The  Council,  at  every  meeting  shall  have  power  to  levy  upon  each 
Church  in  union  therewith,  an  assessment  sufficient  to  defray  the  regular 
and  incidental  expenses  of  the  Diocese  and  also  an  assessment  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate.  These  assessments  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  fifty  cents  for  each  Communicant,  for  Diocesan  expenses,  nor  fifty 
cents  for  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

The  amount  of  said  assessment  shall  be  determined  by  each  Annual 
Council,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

For  these  assessments  the  Parish  shall  be  responsible. 

CANON  XIX. 
Of  the  Enactment,  Alteration  and  Repeal  of  Canons. 

§  These  Canons  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  nor  shall  any  new 
Canon  be  enacted,  except  at  a  stated  Council.  Nor  shall  any  Canon,  or 
alteration  or  amendment  of  Canon,  be  passed  at  the  same  Council  in 
which  it  was  proposed,  except  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
both  Orders,  after  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons.  But  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Council,  it  shall  lie  over 
for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual  Council. 

§  II.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment,  the  same,  if  by  way  of  amend- 
ment, shall  be  in  the  following  form:  "Canon — (or  Section)  of  Canon — 
is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows:" 

§  III.  All  former  Canons  of  this  Council,  not  included  in  these  Canons, 
are  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XX. 

Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

In  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  providing  for  the 
substitution  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  place  and 
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in  stead  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  as  Trustees 
under  a  former  Act,  approved  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1901. 

§  I.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the  Bishop,  ex 
officio,  and  eight  Communicants  of  the  Diocese,  that  is  to  say,  three 
Presbyters  and  five  Laymen,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  both  Orders, 
immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Canon;  of  which  one  Presbyter 
and  one  Layman  shall  hold  office  for  two  years;  one  Presbyter  and  one 
Layman  for  four  years;  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman  for  six  years; 
and  two  Laymen  for  eight  years.  The  respective  terms  of  the  members 
of  the  said  Board  so  elected,  to  be  determined  by  lots  at  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Board  after  the  said  election;  which  meeting  for  organi- 
zation shall  take  place  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  shall  determine,  who  shall  summon  the  members  of  the  same  for 
that  purpose. 

§  II.  The  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors respectively  shall  be  elected  under  this  Canon.  When  the  term 
for  which  any  Trustees  shall  have  been  elected  shall  be  about  to  expire, 
the  next  Annual  Council  sitting  prior  to  such  expiration  shall  elect  their 
successors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  so 
that  two  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual 
Council.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  said  Board  by  reason  of 
the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  the  same,  the  Board  shall 
choose  some  Communicant  of  the  Church,  Presbyter  or  Layman,  as  the 
case  may  be,  to  fill  said  vacancy,  and  the  person  so  chosen  shall  hold 
office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  so  vacating  the  same,  or 
until  his  successor  be  elected  by  the  Council. 

§  III.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  either  from 
their  own  number,  or  some  other  Communicant  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  amounting  to  three-fourths 
of  all  bonds,  stock,  securities  or  money  which  may  be  entrusted  to  his 
keeping,  unless  the  same  shall  be  reduced  by  resolution  adopted  by  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not 
more  than  five  per  cent,  of  the  net  income  of  the  property  in  his  care 
and  custody. 

§  IV.  The  Board  shall  make  a  report  to  each  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  upon  the  first  day  of  its  meeting,  of  all  their  actings  and 
doings,  with  a  detailed  statement  of  all  funds  in  their  hands,  the  invest- 
ment thereof,  and  of  all  changes  made  by  them  in  investments  during 
the  preceding  year. 

§  V.  The  Board  shall  determine  and  appoint  times  for  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  same,  and  shall  provide  for  the  calling  of  extra  meetings,  and 
of  the  notification  of  the  same. 

§  VI.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  said  Board. 

CANON  XXI. 
Of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage. 

§  I.  The  Institution  known  as  the  Church  Home  is  hereby  recognized 
and  adopted  as  the  Institution  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  caring 
for  aged  women  and  orphans  or  destitute  children. 

§  II.  There  shall  annually  be  elected  by  Council  eight  Trustees  of 
the  said  "The  Church  Home"  (three  from  among  the  Clergy  and  five 
Communicants  from  among  the  Laity),  who  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualify  and  who,  together  with  four 
other  Trustees,  to  be  elected  by  The  Church  Home  itself,  shall  control 
and  manage  the  Home  and  Orphanage.  The  Bishop  shall  be,  ex  officio, 
a  member  and  the  President  of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees;  which 
Board  shall  annually  report  to  the  Council. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 


I.  After  the  Council  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of  proceedings  for  the  first 
day  shall  be: 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

4.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Committees, 
viz:  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to  consist  of  one 
Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Lay- 
man from  each  Missionary  District;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business, 
to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  Finance, 
to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations  for  admis- 
sion into  the  Council. 

6.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  Preachers  for  the  first  day  of 
the  next  Annual  Council.

11.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

II.  The  services  for  the  opening  of  the  Council,  on  every  day  suc- 
ceeding the  first  day,  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  and 
every  day's  session  shall  be  closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by 
the  President. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  may  be  preached  on  the  second  day, 
after  Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  daily  order  of 
proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be: 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 

3.  The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Council. 

4.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

5.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  when  in  order.  • 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  to  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 
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7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  when  in 
order. 

8.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order: 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 

Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

Trustees  of  the  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh. 

Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

Trustees  of  the  Church  Home. 

Committees  appointed  at  Preceding  Council. 

Special  Committees. 

Miscellaneous  Business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall,  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Council  unless  he  hath 
leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without 
advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during  the 
same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved 
and  seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  Rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Churches 
shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers,  as  called  for, 
and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes. 
Provided,  That  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  called  and  their  votes 
deposited  with  the  Tellers  first,  and  immediately  thereupon  the  Roll  of 
the  Churches  shall  be  called  and  their  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Council,  unless  sec- 
onded and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  other  member 
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require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  offered 
by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  Church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike 
out  the  word  "Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend, 
and  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolutions.  Sub- 
ject to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  indefinitely,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a 
speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the  Council. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  obsence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any  mem- 
ber, unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the  Council. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which 
he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he  was 
not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of 
the  Council,  the  President  shall  or  any  member  may  "call  to  order;  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined 
in  the  first  instance  without  debate,  by  the  President;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Council,  and  on  such  appeal  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  the  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an 
adjournment. 

XXII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIII.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the  opening 
of  every  Council,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote  if  two-thirds  of  both 
Orders,  after  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration.
